»hall cradition,and of old eAdams impurities, diſcerneth 
ail things, The Clerkes of { hina fay, that themſclues do 
{ce with two eyes , the Exropeans with one eye; and that 
all the reſt of the world are ftarke blinde, not having any 
eyes at all. Eucn ſo the foules ofthe ſupernall China, the 
Church truely triumphant, by looking on him, which o- 
uerlooketh all things, doe ſpiritually diſcerne all things, 
and do know as they are knowre. The regenerated Chriſtian 
diſcerneth(though glimmering wiſe,or winking through 
a darke glaſſe with one eyc)many things apperteyning to 
the lowly workes and louely fruits of the new man,which | 
is renewed into knowledge after the Image of him that made 
him, But thenaturall man confined within natures com- 
paſſe,can neuer diſcourſe, no nor dreame once of Dune 
affaires, While the fleſh preuailes againſt the Spirit, our

ced Caiphas)were conflrained roconfes, when they pain- 
| ted outAtirerua, their Goddefle of wiſedome, begot- 
ten 
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ten in /xpiters braine,and when they fained alſo,that Bel- 
lona,their war-like Goddefle, was conceiued and begot- 
ten ina Goddeſſe fiſt; for indeede the origen androote 
of mans wiſedome arifeth vp at firſt out of the braine, 
and his ſtrength out ofhis hand, Both which ſerue for 
iaſtrumentall agents, to diſplay out thoſe worthy ver- 
tues of Strength andWWiſedome. Marke well my words, 
muſe vponthem , thou,that meaneſi to. mortifie the oxt- | 
ward ma#s;and tobe converted into the imvard mar, into 
anew (hrift;anſoule, Maruell not at this diflin&ion of 
; mine touching Gods properties; for I diſtinguiſh them 
{ nor,bur into perſons onely for order ſake,andthat rothe

| zae; ſo that this verſe may wellbe his : 
| Non fruſtra d:ttus Bos,Onts,Imber,Olor, 
Courteons Reader , here is inexplicable admiration , 
but no admirable explication,, nor yet any application 
worthy the leaſt glimpſe of his glorious name: for the 
] leaſi 
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leaft Gllable of this word Jehomah, importsa more mira- 
culous myſterie then fleſh and bloud can poffibly per- 
ceiue, If his very name,which no' man knowes but himſelf, 
containes ſuch hidden wonders,exceeding all the eAra- 
grams,eArtes,and Etymologies ofthe world; much more 
mylically ought wee to conceiue of his vn-rcuealed eſ- 
ſence; contenting our lelues onely: with the Scriptures 
phraſe : for a godly ignorance concerning ſuch deepe 
matters,downe poyzeth a world of 4dams knowledge 
in good and cuill.

Whereunto I 
might adde the cendernefle , ſoftneſfe , and delicatenefſe 
of his body ; which being materially formed onely of a 
pure Virgins nature , without coniunction of the male 
ſubſtance, could not but feele ſuch tortures more grie-

of other ſenſible motiues , of his agonies, the treachery

Doe not we diſtruſt , when we repeate 
ouer,as Perſins his Parrots yas, often greetmgsto our

to Lorette,to Guardalupe,or to Montſerrate ?No doubt,

For I holde it a very laudable cuſtome, that 
the monuments ofher name,vertues, and conception, be 
preſerued from obliuion and extiaRion, by an anniuerſa- 
ry or yearly renewing of them vpon thoſe feſtiuall daies, 
as our Church hath defiinated for the celebration there- 
of. As I defie thoſe which Deifie her memory and perſcn, 
in ſaying vato her, O Saunoreſſe , ſaune moy : O my Saui- 
oureſle,lane me : {o I defie thoſe which defie her memo- 
ry and perſon, This- the Scripture warrants ; This my 
earthly Soueraigne witnefſerh and confirmeth in thete 
wordes : She ts as ſhe propheſied of her ſelfe , that is ,ſhe is 
bleſſed among women,and all gencrations ſhall caller bleſ- 
ſed.To ftealc more fire with Promethens from Gods Licu- 
renant,l confeſſe,that 7 dare net mocke her,and blaſpheme 
againſt God,in calling her not only Diua but Dea,andpray- 


and her S aniour, In he auen (he is in eternall glory andiioy , 
nener to he interrupted with any worldly huſmeſſe, 
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ing her to command and controule ber Sonne, whois her God

of faith)I am of the minde, that the Angels and Sarnts of 
Heauen,in the beholding of the Godhead , do know ma- 
ny things here on earch , eſpecially , the eſtate of their e- 
leted fellowes.

As 
on as we arecarnal and worldly minded,our fonles are 
lnere from theſe gifts of the Spiret,which hd Apoſile like- 
wiſe calles the frmits of the Spirit as lone zoy peace, long ſuf- 
fering geleneſſe goodneſſe,fanh , meeckeneſſe , and rempe- 
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rance, They that are Chriſts doe endenour to follew his 
Fathers will, And what is the will of the Father? Euen 
our ſanCification and vnion in the Sprrit, For euenas 
the carnall comunQion of man and wite makes of them 
one flcſh; ſo the ſpirituall coniunction of Chr? and the | 
ſanciified foule makes of them one ſpirit, ſo they that are | 
vnited in the Spzrit,are vnited iu their willes ; and they 
that arc vnited in their willes,are vnited in their ations, 
They that follow Chri/fs ations, doe labour in all humi- 
liry,to attaine vnto theſe gifts of the Holy Ghoſf, But 
firft,they muſt tame their bodies with faſting.

AS it is el{2-where ſpecified, a choſen veſſell, This himſelfe

There isno finne more detectable , nor more difficult 6 
to be forginen, then the tinne againſt this Spirit of God, 
Doft thou wantonly 4etrat from God the Father,and de- 
nie thine owne and the worlds creation by his ommipotent 
word? Search the Scrptures,repeale thy detractions, and | 
vpon thy recantation thou ſhalt receive remiflion, Doſt |

ouer the zew Teſtamerxt, remember to compare the ſame

the bright light of the holy Spirit. Burzfilly foule , whar 
wiltthou doe, if this glorious Spirit comes not neere 
thee ?

God is a Sprrit, not bound to | 
any bodily Organ, but (to compare his Creatneſle after 
fleſh and bloud)euen as mans ſoule when it is ſeparated 
from his body : his power is infinite, immenſiue, incom- 
prehenfible,and no more to be lecne , or ſenſibly vnder- 


flood of flcſh and blood, then if a ma» ſhould meaſure the 
waters in his fiſt or the heauens with his ſpan , or if heſhould 
weigh the monnt aines in a ballance.

the hands of God, eA Preacher is but a bookiſh fellow :

orauity, For to what purpoſe did the Spirit ef ſpirits, the 
ſpirit of eterna!l life enable vs to regeneration ? But one- 
ly becauſe we ſhould ſhew our {clues thankefull for ſo 
ſoueraigne a fauour, And do we proue thankefull ynto 
him, when we abute the talent which he hath lent ys, as 
prouident Oeconomickes or Stewards, to layit out for 
his beſt bchoofe ? No certainely, we are but looſe and [a- 
 uiſh Stewards, when we beget and bring vp ſuch mon- 
trous embrions of Bookes, like vnto our iolly hunters , 
which conuert their childrens portion to the yle of 
 dogges, Lect induſtrious Inquiſttors critickly examine 
ouer molt of ſuch bookes, as are yearely imprinted in this 
famous Citic of London, and they ſhall finde them firter 
for Vulcans fiery furnace,then for Aercaries learned Li- 
brary. For my part I have experimented, that when T la- 


eathcred golden graines our of Cheril;zs his doung ,in 


ploycd the vttermolt of my deuoir anaiytically to draw

neyther rime nor reaſon. In a word,I found Cierz to 


be a curſing Barreronr ,and a common bravier, more | 


worthy to receiue a thouſand fillips or buftets,rather chen 
one Phillippine or Roſe noble of gold, 

There is a kittde of writang vatolding the knowledge 
of Geodnes full of viuacity,tull of vigour,full ofthat Jue- 
ly vertue , which the Pocts termed ſales e& leporems, 
{alt and ſerious ſubſtance to ſcaſon our wanton wittes 
withall, This kinde of writing is| the refleCting ]- 
mage of thoſe two Teſtaments, mmtowhoſs deſpifed corps 
the ſpirit of life after three dayes and a halfe entred, whole 
validity is ſo vchement, that they bring downe Rlonds of 
bloud from heaucn, yea, and many ſortes of plagues and 
vengeance vyponall malicious mortals. Likewiſe there is 
a prophane kinde of writing, {eruing onely as the inftru- 
ment of the k»owleadge of enill, for taunts and temptations 
fraught with Satyricall ſcoffes, with ſcurrility , with Sco- 
gins {Horts, with amorous allurements, deuiſed by the 
Diuell for the repleniſhing of his Kingdome , and for o- 
pen euidence of condemnation againſt the reprobate 
before the grand Jurie of Heauen at the latter day, The 
former kinde of writing hath but ſmall amity and alli- 
ance with fleſh and bloud ; it is ſpirituall and proceedes 
from the inward man, Hee that readesa booke of this 
ile and Qampe,ſthall neuer hunger nor thirſt :It heateth 
the heart,it healeth thepaſſions, ir quicknerh the ſpirit, 
and (like the Sunne ) diſperteth the thickeſt cloudes of 
finfull nature. The other kinde of writing communicates 
with fleſh and bloud a#mleth men(as maletactors)to ſhun 
the light, toliuein the dirkeſome valley of death and 
damnation ; and being like brute beaſtes, bereaued of 
reaſon and Diuine knowledge, it makes them aliue to be 
enrowled in the Calcnder of the Dead, 

Out of both theſe kindes there lowes a mixt or mo- 
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rall manner of writizg , inconliantly parraking of the in- 

different knowledge of gaod and euill. For m2n hauing | 
loſt his origina!l happineſle, was left here on earth to ſo- 
iourne in a middle State betwixt heauen and hell, With 
this mixt moralitie, P/ats, P/utarch, Pliny,Seneca, and o- 
ther Pagan Philoſophers were endowed, to the end that 
Gods mercy might be rhe more glorified , 2nd thatthe 
Gentils ſhould be incxcuſable in their conuerfions, when 
they were confuted by their owne rales, For cuen as his 
Omnipotent Aaieſty vouchſafed out of his magniticence 
to beſtow a ſpeciallpriuiledge and prerogatiue vpon the 
Ifraeltes,to annoint them with ole of g[adncſſe abone their 
fellowes,to diredt them by extraordinary meanes,to tced | 
them with Aſavna ,with the pureſt bread; So at length 
by reaſon of their hardueſle of hearts , out of his meere 
mercy ſithence towards the Gentiles , hee ſent the 
Sunne-fhine of his grace, to enlighten their Fſor;z0# 
by ſuch ordinary and mixt morall meanes includcd in 
their owne bookes to introduce them to the knowledge 
of Goodnefle,to the reading of the Scripture , which (as 
I ſaid before)is the reflefting image and inferiour light ; 
ſo that the Gertiles enioy the fameat the ſecond hand, as 
crummes reiectedand relicted by the luxurious 1ſraelites.

Fre 
that i praiſed vuworthily , onght to bee aſhamed of his 
praiſe. 

On the contrary,ſuppoſe that the vndiſcreet multitude 
rageth againſt thee with booke, bell, and candle for thy 
vigilance, ſeruice, andpaines taken in the behalfe of the 
Weale publique, what harme Ipray thee , may redound 
thereof? Let the ſecurity of thy conſciencemitigate thy 


| oriefe. If thou were badde and like vnto thy Detrattors, 


thy company would be much more pretious vnto them. 
Euery like loues his like : as acertaine eAthenian anl we- 
{wered one that asked him, why hee ſubſcribed tothe 
baniſhing of eAritides the 1ſt ? for none other reaſon 
(quoth he)ther becauſe he is inſt, But thou that careſ(i 
more for the precepts of the Lord then for the preſcripri- 
ons of man, eſteeme none otherwiſe of the ſprrit of De- 


trattion,then of an idle braine,or a talkatiue tongue.T o/- |. 


lat ſua mnnera cerdo,let the popular ſort keepe their ap- 
plauſes and corruptions with themſelues, While thou 
walkeſt yprightly in the fight of God, it is not their con- 
fuled Detrattzoxs which can iwpaire thy credite, Iuſtice 
fhines on thy fide with vndefiled honours : ſhe will pa- 
tronize thy fame,and ſhe/terrhy good name vnder her 


vertuous wings, Burt for all this,thon murmureſt,thart the |, 


ſpirit of Detrattion, prouokes many priuy aduerſaries a- 
gainſt thine innocence , whoſe chiete ſtudy is to regiſter 
thy daily ſpeeches iz fe/io with a miſhapen tayle , and to 
calencerthy proceedings, as if they were ſolemne actes 
and monuments , with an intent ſometime or otherto 
rippe vp a whole volume or legend of tranſgreſſions a- 
eainft thee before the Higher powers, O fimple animal, 
O liuer-hearted man. An Heatheniſh Embaſladour could 
anſweregreat eAlexander , that his Countrey-men fea- 
red no earthly thing at all but onely one, namely leſt the 
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Skie would fall, And yet thou a (rift:an, which knows 
elt the vncertainty of this world, feareſt (ke a crauen)e- 
uerycraking companion, Whereas contrariwiſe chou 
oughtelt to fore-arme thy ſpirit with an vadaunted reſo- 
lution,after the exam>le of an elderly /zdge in this our 
Common-wealth, who being adinoaiſhed by his friends 
not to goe abroad ſo carelefſely without company: for 
feare of many enzmies, whom he had Rirred vp through 
his ſeuerity,thus conſtantly anſwered : eA/as , what can 
they doe ,unleſſe they will ſhorten ſome few dayes of my tife, 
whereof [ expeFt daily to be ridde by the hands of God? Let 
them ban,let them curſe , ler them yell, let them fume ; 
for mine ownepart, were the caſe mine , I would retort 
and returne backe ypon them none other counter-nate, 
none other reuenge, then mine humble prayers to God 
for their amendement, 

An honeſt man ought to reioyce that enuy awaites 
vypon him, that the ſpirit of DerraQHionattends vpon him: 
for how ſhall ic be knowne that hee is honeſt if hee be 
without temptation ? /obs patience had not beone ſo il- 
luftrious , if Sathan had not repined at his god/y liuing, 
Suſannaes chaſtity had not ſhine ſo conſpicuous, ifthe 
two Elders had not vreed her to villany. Neyther had 
the power of the great [ehou1h cxrended with ſuch Ma- 
iefticall rerrour among his creatures , if he had not left 
ſome to be hardned and ledde aftray. The light is moſt 
apparant in the darkeſt Chaos. Even ſo doth the Pro- 
reftants faith appeare moſt bright in reſpe& of blinde 
Papiſts. A faire womans beauty ſhewes neuer more 
gallant,then when ſhe Rands ainong deformed Dowdes, 
nor can a generous ſpirit be diſcerned more cleerely then 
in temptations. In temptation,in aduerfity , a wiſe man 


ſhall quickly ſee of what mettall or ſluffe rhe tempred is 


compoſed, Surely it is requiſite for the firengrhning of 
our faith, and for the glory of God , that the Elec { like 
gold that is ſeuentimes purified in the fire) be purged 
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ry animaduetfions of other mens crrours. Euen as. that 
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from the froachy dregges of fleſh and bloud, « yther by 


ſenſible tings in their owne perſons, or elle by excmpla- 


woman, whom her husband-apprehends in adulterie 
{Hands in greatef} awe and ſubieCtion , ang commonly 
from that time forwards. eſteemes her husbands com- 
mandement moſt pretious ,. 2s,it werethe legall rule of 
ber life ; fo the finfpll ſoule that acknowledgerth her 
owne guiltineſſe, Nands in greateſt feare of Gods iudge- 
.ments,and euer after her conuerſ:on watcheth,as it were | 
with Lincews eyes,left Sathans meſſengers , namely, the 
| ſpiri of Detrattion , the ſpirit of: mallice , or ſuch like | 
ends doe findea hole1n her. coate, or a breach in her 
fort;. *.Parl writes,that he had beene exalted abone mea- | 
ſure withthe abundance of reuelations , if the meſſenger of 
Sathan had not buffeted him,and ginen him a pricke im the 
fleſh,which Itake to be aduerſity or perſecution, And ſo 
likewiſe ſhould we waxe too proud with proſperity, if 
,we neuer taſted of the cup of aqduerſity, This moued the 
Samian-Tyrant, to caſt into the. Sca an incſtimable Iewel, 
becauſe he might, ſeeme to change his. rich. fortunes, 
Which ſuperſiitious.cuſlome the Venetians tooke vp, | 
their Duke throwing into the Sea a golde riny : though | 
now-a-dayes they alledge.that ceremony onely at their 
Dukes inſtalling, to be a foeliſh marriage betwixt their 
Rate and the Sea. Without doubt it is expedient that the 
ſpirit of Detraftion attend on Magiſtrates as their ſha- 
dow:left their pompuous authority puffe vp their minds 
aloftto the bigheſt alcitude of the Zodiacke,or leſt, as the 
Lyricke vaunteth :. | 
Seblimi feriant fidera vertice, | 
With lofty heads they {trike the ſtarry skiez | 
and fo with ambitious Phaeton they forget God and 
themſelues, Theſe things canſidered , Magiſtrates muſi

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ment,for fcare of D-:trattios, Neuerchelefle, I exhort 
wiſe mento make more account of them that be derra- 

ee and-enuicd ,and to countenance: them in theirau-

that neyther themlelues, nor yet their Prince are exempt 
from Sathans frownes and: (tings ; and alſo they know 
that the muititude(who,asLipfhm-interpretes,isvere vil-

true paſſage of vertue, Which: cauſed a great Lord: of 
France thus to comfort Monfienr du Cheſne, that com- 
plained-ynto him, how he was DerraFed and cnuied by 
ſome in his countrey :You complaine(quoth this Noble- 
man) of a matter, whereof you haue cauſe rather to tri- 
umph,and to exevnto your ſelfe a Trophee :for in that 
you are enuied, itis a very certaine token and argument, 
that there is ſome vertuous thing in you, which deſerues 
to bepraiſed : Y ous vous plaignez; d' wne choſe,dont vous 
denriez faire tropbee : car eſtant ennie , c:eft 3 ſigne & 
argument treſcertain , qu" il 'y a quelque choſe en vous de 
veriuenx, qu merite d. cftre loiie,

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them, as once I laid vnto a worthy friend of mine, which 
preferred his mouncanous lands before our fertile fields : 
O infelix anis,quinaſceris in obſcans loco, O wretched 
bird, which wert bred in a wretched place, Such is our 
folly,that we cannot exchange our barren ſolzciſmes for 
refined {yllogiſmes,our barbarous mumpſimus, for are- 
formed ſumplimus. We cannot leaue off our cancred cu- 
ttomes for a regenerous vertue. Our conſlitutions are 
queafie; and io inured to malicious Detrattions,as a cer- 
taine woman of /n4dia to ftrong poiſons, that we cannot 
without a perilous diftemperature reclaime our ſelucs 
from that poyloned viage. 

Yet notwithſtanding all thy cuſtomes , O heedleſſe 
man,thou art weighed in the ballance, and found too 
light, Betteritis to dwell in CMeſech, in the Tentes 
of (edar,nay in the ſtrangeſtcountrey aong the Canni- 
bals,then to ſoiourne among ſuch curſed copi-holders 
or villanous vaſſals vnder the ſpirit of Detrattion, Where- 
fore weane thy minde from Detrattions, while thou haft 
tore of time. Giue euery man his due,or hold thy peace, 
and let Gods preuidence alone. If the world like thee 
not,detra&t not from the vileſt wretch,bur rather reioyce 
thar others yet delight in charity , in diſtributing almes, 
Or doth thy neighbour diſquier thee , becauſc he is not 
as bountifull as thy ſelfe ? Looke thou onely to thine 
owne talent, It maybe, that of#himſelfe without thy 
carping,he will become a liberal conuert,like that T erer- 
an Demea : Though thou be ſtrong, he may be more ac- 
tive - though thou be ſtrong and actiue, he may be wiſer 
or morepregnant in wit : though thou be nobly borne, 
he may haue a better face : tnough thou haſt an amiable 
face, he may be better bodied: yea and perhaps, though 
thou and he be as charitable as T 0b:as , as bountifull as 
CMeacenas,as firong as Herenles, as nimble as eAſabel, 


as wiſe as Solomon, as well deſcended as Ajax, as beauti- 


full as Abſelon ; there may come a gouty Craſſus,and a 
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greedy (reſ75 onely with earthy excrementsto bereauc 
you both of your hearts contentment, your amourous

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Ocacle is ſodainly dumbe. But though heauen and earth 
doe paſſe away, Truth is great, and muſt preuaile, T7ath 
is great , and will not quaile.

The copie of which Pamphlet , when Lather read , he 
ſubſcribed theſe wordes: I am ſory that God is iniuried 
by this fiction, Otherwiſe I can but ſmile at the Dnels 
malice, wherewith he and his complices the P api/ts pur- 
ſue me. Iris ſtrange to ſee with what impudence theſe 
ivgling Prieſtes dare diuulge ſuch a notorious lie ot 
him, whom his owne neighbors and Countreymen know 
better then they or any other forrainers, This I can te- 
Rifte,that throughont all Germany, where T trauelled, his 
memory js blefled,his birth-day folemnized,and himleltc 
reputed for a ſecond Eljas. But(as I ſaid before)our Ido- 
latrous Enchanters in policy inuented this fable for the 
glory of their Hierarchy, which God peruert like Ach1- 
tophels deuiles,

But here I mult tell you one thing worthy the obſer- 
uation,that euen as the Paprſts will not ſee their myſlical 
eAntihriſt (though that which with-held his publique re- 
ailing till this time be in a manner taken ont of the way , to 
wit the glory of the Romane Empire ) no more then the

taken out of the way ,to wit, that the Scepter ſhould not 
depart from Inda., nor a Law-giner from. betweene his 
loines,vntill Shiloh came , wbich was Chriſt) : fo weoi 
the reformed Church. beſorted with childiſh credulny | 
will not beleeue the truth, though it be felt with handes, 
(as they ſay)and ſhewed vs by demonſtrations infallible, 
that Coniarersand Wiches canaQ no miraculous matter 
of moment at all(their chiefe Maſter himſelfe being buta

Wherefore ler the faithfull accept this tor a caueat , that 
when the Dwelltakes ypon him to become terrified with 
the beſprinckling of Holy water, with flcele , or withithe 
thundring Balles of a ..ſſe-Prieft , he doth it onely of a 
politicke firatageme to confi, me his adherents in ſuch |

Whereto alludes that notable ſaying of our ſage Solo. 
| 2202, He walked among the Papiſts by childiſh and affray- 
ing terrours,tomocke andaccnſe their childiſherronrs,Y ca, 
he walked among them the more femiliarly vader the ba- 
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lier and impoftor)howſocuer Frier Bacon with his brazen |

dodrine ſeparated ſuch miracles from the Diaels deceits, 
from natures operations, and from-mens inuentions, 
Their mutuall concurrence confirmed the ſpectators in 
their reſolution, namely , that their preaching and tea- 
ching procceded from the gloriovs light, 

Sithence which golden age of the Goſpel! it pleaſed 
the Lord according to his vntearchable will , and accor- 
ding to Saint Tohas and Saint Pauls prophefics to leaue 
his Charch ſojourning in the ſolitary wildernefle, perſe- 
cuted by the detratting Dragon, to ſuffer his two, wit- 
neſſes the true records on earth of the lightſome word 
that was incarnate for our ſfaivation, to be mangled, mar- 
tyred, and maſſacred in the (tie of the ſprrituall whoxe, 
and (o to permit a generall deteion and departure from 
the faith at the entrie of the eAztichriſt into the World 
( which continued well nigh eight hundred yeares) and 
the true doctrine failing, true miracles failed, Which when 
the Dine!/noted, he laid hold on that vile oportunity of 
Apoſtafie and generall defeAion of faith, and in ſteed of 
thoſe true miracles he hatched falſe miracles according 
to his owne naturall diſpoſe,lying wonders, and brought 
in canonization of Saints, whereof my ſelfe was an cye 
witneſle in illaine in the yeare 1603. adoration of fin- 
full men, aſſes for the dead, marchandizes of humane 

ſorles, Gods of golden beads, of holy water, of crucifixes, 
and alſo old wiues tales, whereof the Popiſh Legends are 
as full, as cuer Diemedes his ſtable was of prodigious 
dung. Many miracles were fathered ypon giddy headed 
people in their death beds, when good men through ex- 


| tremitie of torments haue ſpoken, they knew not what, 


They record, thatthe Virgine Mary deſcended dow 
from heauen,to giue F.Fulbeche her breaſts to ſuck, while 
ne lay ſicke.Such another idle ſtorie old father Darbiſhire 
a Jeſuite ſumetimes Chancelour of Loxdon vader Biſhop 
Bonner told me in Lorraine of one ——_ 
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he peruerted at Paris to the Romiſh Religion. 

Falſe miracles thus growne in requeſt,the Diuell fore-, 
ſeeing,that his buzzards might breake out of his ſnares, 
except he found ſome other ſiratagemeto entangle them, 
preſently conuocates a Synode or Councel] of Detratting 
Spirits,not much vnlike to the Councellof Trezt or the 
Cardinals conliſtory, and there enaCterh parts for ſeuerall 
ſpirits to aR(yer ſo that the Spirito? Detrattion atrend on 
the all) ſome he appoints to play the parts of Hobgoblins, 
or Robbing goodfellowes; ſome he chuleth to countenance 
the Clergy in their perking chaires, ſome to fealt with the 
fooliſh pezants, who ofthe Italians were called g/ifarfar- 
zellj, mazapengoli,and of the Engliſh and Romanes fai- 
rie folkes lares, Dryades, & Hamadryades;ſome to mocke 
monkes as horned Satyres.Some he {ubornes with fained 
ſhapes to appeare vnto groſle headed folke. Whereas in 
very deed ſuch ſhapes are no more reall then Emr:dices 
Ghoſt, whom her husband Orphexes thought to appre- 
hend,wwhen in the end: 

N1tniſi cedentes infelix arripit anras, 
Vnhappy he on noting meets, 
But on the ayre, which backe refleet, 

When a man tortunes to ſec any ſuch ſuch ſtraunge 
fights,let him call to miad that they be but deceptro wiſus 
a colourable miſt caſt forth by the ſprritual Dragon to be- 
witch his vncerſianding,or that his fight is poſlefed with 
ſome ſuffution after ſlzepe figured and ſymbolized with 
falſe viſions of {mallatomes manifoldly colored , or elſe 
let him call ro memory his owne imbecillitie of nature, 


which might be miſlead eyther withan antipathy,or with | 


excefle of choler or melancholy , as when he is licke of 
a ſaftroglike jaundiſe, or when ſome grotle glewy matter 
is cathcred within the flcſhy new of the eye. Doe not 
we reade in bookes of natura!l Sience, that the '{enfible 
obieit bemg more exceedingly cccellent doth dull the ſence 


whicn ts leſſe excellent? doth not invw ſometimes gricue

Beares, and monſtrous meteoures in the clouds : when 
aSintruth the ſame are but moyſt vapours mounted vp 
from the earth into the ayre,not hauing any ſuch ſhapes, 
but only ſuch changeable impreſſions as the Chameleon- 
like ayre affoordes them, Let him alſo conſider how di- 
uerſe honeſt men have miſtaken knowne waies in a my- 
ſtie day. The refle&ion of the Sunne beames have ſun- 
drie times bedazeled our eye fights : So we ſeethinges 
which are neere vnto ſcarlet to ſhine red, Much more 
muſt we conceiue of Sathans craft, who hath beene 
experienced in pollicie cuer fince the beginning of the 
world. He cannot chuſe but exceede the wiſeſt Philoſo- 
pher in worldly skill, by reaſon thatheeis not clogged 
at all with a maſſic bodice of fleſh and bloud, as we are; 
for this cauſe I ſay Sathan oucrlookes more eafily into 
the ſecrets of nature, and pradtiſerh them with grea- 
ter prumptitude and agilitic againſt vs,when for our vn- 
worthincfle or weakneſſe God leaues ourinward man 
naked , not youchſafing to cloath him with the habille- 
ments of grace, Howbcir, for all that the Diuels know- 
ledge is great, yet we muſt deeme ir but conieures and 
ores , Which God oftentimes oucrmaſtereth , chec- 
eth, and changeth, becauſe we might know that he a- 
lone is powerfull and true. 
To returne where haue digrefled , Sathan (becauſc 
that we might ſee how he hath more ſtrings to his bow 
then one, and knowes more waies into the wood then 


one) 
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oe) employeth ſome others Tpiritually to ſeduce mens 
ſhallow imaginations: which agents of his he commiſſio- 
neth with ſpeciall errands and articles; ſome he inſpires 
| to tell fortunes,as lying Palmrtzrs; ſome to obſerue the 

flying of fowle,the entrailes of fowle, which we terme 
Angures;lome as Salamanders,to prophetic by fire, which 
we name Pyromancers, ſome to counterfeit the ſtate of 
Geographers, as vaine Geomancers; and ſome he enchan=- 
reth(like (bameleons) for ſpruce paraſites,cunning cour- 
tiers to ſooth cuery man in his humour, and then with a 
Sardonicall laughter to cut their neighbours throates, 
Theſe with many other functions of baſtard artes he in- 
finuates into phantaſticall perſons, and alſo into them 
which build vpon their owne wiſedomes, 

But the moſt deteſtable of all his faculties ( which 1 
tremble to write of ) is the ſacrilegious finne of De- 
trattion againſt his Makers maicſtie, wherwith he pofleſ- 
ſeth the moſt part of our country men, not onely in cau- 
fing them to ouerglut and ouerlade their bodies with 
meate, driake, and ſmoke of Tobacco,(two or three 
conſuming in one day as niich as wonld ſuffice twentie 
honefter men thea themſelues) but alſo in the middeſi of 
| thoſe their Bacchanales to taunt the glory of God, to 

gibe at his glorious fignes,and to impure the cauſes with 
the cffe&tes of rhunders and Lohtnings vnto his lying ſelfe, 
It is wonderfull to marke how opinionated the moſt part 
of the world arc inthis poyſonous paradoxe, They haue 
bene ſo long blinded in other ſuperflitions, that tney will 
hardly ſuffer themſelues to be lifted vp out of the gulte of 
ignorance. It may belikewiſe that the Dinell,as he is an 
excellent enginer to gaine himſelfe that fulgurant fame 
and thundring name, hath ſometimes appeared in varie- 
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ties of falſe vgly formes , euen then, when theſe na- 
curall creatures of God, followed their naturall courſe 
and motion ; and fo by that iugling tricke made the

were letin by the Conizrer, Ah villaine, haue we taken 
thee in the manner,ſfaid theſe new Proftors ; there is no 
way ſaue one for thee , nor for theſe afſiftants of thine, 
And with that in a faigned vehement rage,charged chem 
vpon their allegeancexo follow them towards the pri- 
ſon, The liver-hearted Yeomen very durtifully obeyed, 
wentalong withthem, all the way begging for grace 
and favour, with large promiſes of golden mountaines , 
and with faitbfull affurances of millions of prayers for 
their proſperity, The pitifull Proftcrs onercome ar laf! 
with their important ſuits , and knowing their moneyto 


of their rage, Their tuftice became mitigated , their au- 
thoriry reicentcd, ypen condition , that theie honeſt men 
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would aſſume on their credite tro come againe vnto them 

the next morning, which they faichfully promiſed, Bur 

being arriued at their lodging, they trooke counſeilto- 
gether to giue the PcoCtors the ſlip , and leaue the Con- 

jurer,to goe to the gallowes alone,without their fellow- 

ſhip. And fo at midnight by the benefite of that darke 

timz(as they thought)they left both-Proffors and Conim- 

rer in the lurch,poſting away with great ioy for their for- |

with ſome great miſchiefe, After that he had diſcouered 
his malady to the ſaid Vigmier , he preſently knew that it 
was a lickeneſſe of the ſpirit, and for that he loued very 
well this kinſeman ef his, he deuiſed and aduiſed with

telling him withall,chat his (aid ſpirits continually mena- 
ced to kill him , or to torment him with ſome grieuous 
ſickenefſe, Here the Phifitian was faine to vie firata- 
gems and ſudtilties to take away theſe wicked impreſſi- 
ons out of the ſicke-mans phantahie, in regard thar the 
party being learned , and very ſpeculatiue ( as all melan- 
cholike men are) would comprehend by reaſon the man- 
ner of his cure, which after many circumſtances in briefe 
was thus: The Phiſician tooke vpon him to faſhion in a 
little booke certaine characters and names of ſpirits, and 
to wake as though he muſt coniure vp a ſtronger fpirit | 
then thoſe which were in his body ; by whoſe forcible | 
means the leſſer ſpirits ſhould be chaſed therehence, The | 
remedie was plauſible to the ficke man, In the meane 
that all things were accommodating and making readie | 
for the ſaid exploit,the Phifitian miniftred voce him pur- 
gations to tame and moderate the humour of melan- 
cholie, 

Atlength the time approached that this feat ſhould 
be put in practiſe. There was a great Hall choſen out for 
the nonce, wherein this faigned coniuration ſhould be 
made: for the effteing whereof, an honel? Chirurgion 
was appointed to at the perſon of the pretended ſpirit.

Allthings thus prepared together with the Circle and 0- 
ther ceremonies , which Negromancers vie in fuch a 
caſe, they came to the place , where the poſleiſed party 
was ſeatedin the midſt of the Circle : and to blindfolde 
him the more, he was encouraged not to. be aſtoniſhed 
at what accident ſocuer that ſhould befall, After ſome | 
counterfeit whiſpering, croffing , and inuocations , the | 
Spirit of the South was called vp , who appeared not. 

Then the Spirit of the Zaſt was called , who lkewiſe

came not. Inthe end at the third call the Chirurgeon 
that lay hid in a ccrtaine place there for the nonce began 
to appeare jn this hall, that was ſornewhat darke, And 
then the Patient was againe comforted and counſelled 
more then before,not to be affraid, who anſwered , that 
he was reſoluednot to feare at all. So earneſtly did he 


attend andrepoſe confidence and hope in this illuſion, | 


Atlaftthe matter paſſed fo finely and luckily , that the 
poore Patrext belceued that this ſpirir,which he tooke t5 
be no fained one, had power to ouercome and chaſe out 
of his body the other two ſpirits, which he imagined to 
be there incloſed. So that this plot ſerued to firengthen 
his imagination,and to weaken his former falſe perſwaſt- 
on. This was the principall remedy of his malady, Ne- 
uertheleſle the ſaid Aſonfienr Poena defiſted not for all 
that during the ſpace of a moneth after , to minifler ynto 
him certaine medicinable things to purge and aſſwage 
melancholyz inſomuch that at the moneths end being 
throughly purged and cured of his ſfickenefle , the party 
acknowledged himſelfe abuſed, and was very much aſha- 
med of this falſe imagination , which ſora long time had 


poſſeſied and troubled his ſpirit,

will relate it as compendiouſly and brief- 
ly as the ſubſance of the matter requires, | 
Bertwixt Loydon and Richmond there dwelt one Poole 
2 
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a merry conceited Gentleman, He at many Ocrdinaries 
diuulged,that neere to his houſe by the high way fide a 
Spright haunted commonly cuery night, And to make it 


with divers Caualeers in his company, the skie being 
cleere without any cloudes, Poole on a ſudden crofled 
himſelfe,and as one much aſtoniſhed,ſpake to himſelfe in 
this ſort : O immortall God,what doe I ſee ! His compani- 
ons asking him what he ſaw , croſſing himſelte yet more 
he ſaid ; [pray God,that this ſteht which 1 ſez may turne to 
g00d, When they lay hard vpon bim , deſirous to know 
the matter,with his eyes fixt towards the skie, and poin- 
ting with his finger toa place in the Element, Doe not you 
ſee there(quoth he )yonder cruell Dragon,armed with fiery 
hornes and awreathed taile? At firſt they denied that they 
ſaw anything. Bur at length becauic Poole, belike a man 
of ſome reckoning , very earneſtly pointed at it with his 
finger :and becauſe he ſhould not thinke but they were 
of as perfeR ſight as himſelfe , they conſtantly affir- 
med,and faid , that they alſo fawe that wonderful] 
ftrange ſight, What needes many wordes ? Withia three 
or foure dayes the-rumour had paſſed almofl ouer all 
England , that ſuch a prodigious Monſter frequented 
theere,neere Pooles houle, Yea,it is wonderfull,how the 
common people added more nouelties vnto the fable. 
Neither wanted there ſome , that tooke vpon themto 
preſage the euent. : 
In the meane while a Canon one Hind, who alio was 
a Prieſt of a neighbour pariſh, happily arriued at Pooles 
houſe. This man had an oner-weening conceit of him- 
ſelfe, and aboue all he thought himſelfe well ſeenc 1n Dj- 
vinity, At ſupper they difcourſed ofthe Spright. When 
Poole perceiued,that the Priett had not onely heard of it, 
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the more famous, riding on a time towards Richmond | 
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bur likewiſe belecucd it to be true, he began toperſwade 
bim,that he being a learned man, and very well diſpoſed 


would coniure the þ:rit therhence, and ſuccour the poore 
T3 ſoule 
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ſoule in durance. And if you doubranything(quoth he) 
we will tric. Walke you abour ten of the clocke anon 
by the bridge , and you ſhall heare a pitifull groaning, 
Take vnto you what company youpleaſe, fo you ſhall 
heare the ſafer and more certaine, After ſupper Poole 
made as though he went on hunting. About the time 
mentioned,the Prieſt walking to the place, heard wofull 
l2mentations, which Poole very cunningly fained , being 
there hidden in a buſh, complayning out of an earthen 
potte, broken for the nonce for that purpoſe, The Prieſt 
within a litle while after returned homwards, longing to 


tellwhat he had ſeene and heard, There hetolde Poole | 


(who came home ſomewhat before him 2 neerer way) 
what was done , and-likewiſe: ſome thing more of his 
owne deuifing , becauſe the matter might be the more 
wonderfull, At the laſt (Poole egging him on)he vnder- 
takes to coniure the Ffirit therekence, A!l that night he 
flept nor, with muſing which way he might ſafely bring 
the matter about , for hee feared and doubted yery 
ſore of himlelfe. Therefore hee. gathers rogerher mot; 
preualent Exorciſmes , ioyning others vnto them of 
his owne inuention, as, Zy the bowellzs of the bleſſed 
Virome Mary, By the bones of Saint Winifride. The next 
day he chuſeth aplace in the plaine , neere to the buſh; 
from whence hte heard the voyce. There, he frames 
a very large (ircle, with innumerable croſſes and let- 
ters, By his {ide hee ſets a ycſlell full of Holy water, 
About his necxe hee wore a holyrobe_, at which 
bung the New TeStament , b:fides an eAgns Det, 
which was wont to be conſecrated by the Pope once a 
yeare, With theſe hee armes himſclfe , for feare leſt it 
might be a wicked Spirit that would aflaulthim, Ney- 
ther durfl hee commir himſelfe alone to the Circle, but 
determined to ioyne another PricR with him; Then 
Pooletearing leſt the myſterie might chance to bee be- 
wrayed , if he got ynto him one- craftier. then him- 


ſelfe | 
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ſelfe, diſcloſcth out of hand the whole ftory to a neigh= 
bour-Prictt a friend of his, and ioynes him affittant to 
the fimpic Caron in the acting of his conccited Co- 
medic, 

All things thus prepared, the (ox:urer with the other 
Prieſt about ten of the clocke entcrs into the circle, 
Poole that went before him, cried lamentably out of the 
buſh. The ( avon talles to his exorciſmes, But Poole to 
haue the more {port ſhiftea h1m therehence, and by and 
by returnes with afriend of his,buc oa two blacke fleeds, 
throwing fire at the Canon to haue him out of the circle. 
Tie ncxt morning the Canon bragged how he preuailed 
2gain{t the {picits, who appeared on two blacke horſes, 
kow they were very like to draw him outof the circle, 
and how he ſent them away wita a vengeance by means 
of his. forcible caarmes, The next night the Coninrer 
betier encouraged returnes into the circle, and Poole 
with his copanion on their blacke horles ſhewed them- 
ſelucs with a terrible noyle, as though they wauld 
breake into the circle, and with along rope, which they 
brought with them, drawen along the ground , they o- 
uerthbrew both Prieſts with their veſſel] of holy water 
to the ground, and at laft ſeeming to quaile at the 
charms,they departed away forthat night. This done,the 
Canon comes homes, tels Poole what great danzer he cſ- 
caped, and how valiantly he overcame both the wicked 
ſpirits 5 now he certaialy perſwades himſelfe that no 
Dinell is fo cruclil nor ſo impudent as to breake into his 
Circle, 

Thus farre proceeded the fable, when by chance 
Peoles ſonne inlaw a young man delighted with ſuch 
kinde of mirth came thither, Him Poole raakes priuie of | 
their ſtage play, and appoints him the ſoules or ſpirits 
part toa&t, The young man apparrels himſelfe with a 
thecete like a coarſe, and carries with him quicke coales 
ina pot, which through the ſheete ſeemed as it were 
Ee 3 I;ght- 
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lightening, Art night they goeto the ffage play, where 
the ſoule pitifully bemones himſelfe. The Canon diſpat- 
cheth all his forcible coniurations, like volees of Canon 
ſhot, vatill at length the ſoule by the buſh ſhewes it ſelte, 
ſometimes gliding with fire; ſometimes miſerably groa- 
ning. Aſſoone as the ("anon required the ſpirit to declare 
| ivho he was, Poole ſuddenly in a divelliſh ſhape, and 

with a counterfeit roaring leapt out of the buſh,laying to 
the Canon,Thou haſt no right in this ſoule, it is mine,and 


with that runnes to the very bounds of the circle, as if 
he were about to aſſault the Conrarer, who on the other 
fide fought luſtily with his exorciſmes, and liberally be- 
ſprinkled him with holy water. But heere fell out a prer- 
tyieft, As the ((onjarer bulied himſelfe in this manner, 
| the Dinell exclaimed, that he cared nor a ruſh for all his 
charmes, for thou haſt dealt with a wench ( quoth he) 
thou art mine : which words though Poole ſpake but in 
merriment, yet it ſeemed that hehitthe naile on the 
head,by reaſon that the Coniarer touchr with that ſaying 
haſtencd out of hand into the center of the circle , and 
whiſpered, I know not what confeſſion into the other 
| Priefts eares. But Poole ouerheard the Prieſt enioyning 
him penance, namely, to repeate ouer three Pater yo- 
fters, Which accompliſhed , the Caron more fiercely 
and furiouſly returnes towards the meeres of the circle, 
| and voluntarily dares and defies the Dwell, who now fai- 


| ning himſelfe fearefull fled backe, ſaying,Thou haſt be- 
oviled me,if I had bene wiſe, I had not forewarned thee. 
| Then after the departure of the Dinell, began a confe- 
rence betwixt the Carer & the ſonle,The Canon coniures 
\ him vponpaine of damnation) to tell him what he is, 
who readily anſweres him, that he is a Chriſtian mans 

ſoule. After theſe and the like ſpeeches the foule ſeeing 
him very inquiſitiue,and leaſthe ſhould ſmell out the de- 
ceit, crawed pardon for that night, with promiſe that he 
| would returne the next night after ynto him, 
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Thusthe Caron and the ſoule for a few nights com- 
muned together, the ſumune grew ro this paſſe, The Cox- 
inrer asking, whether there were any meancs for his de- 
liverance tt6 torments, the ſoule anſwered,that he might 
be delivered from torments,ifthe ill gottE money,which 
be left behinde him, were reſtored backe,Whart (ſaid the 
(anon) if this money were diſpurſed by good men , and 
conuerted by them to godly vies? yea, that would auaile 
me, quoth the ſoule, Here, the Conmrer exhilarated with 
joy, demanded, how much the ſumme amounted vnto, 
The ſoute anſwered that the ſumme was great, and verie | 
profitable for him, that it was ſo, He named the place, 
but farre diſtant thence , where the treaſure lay hid vn- 
der ground, withall he preſcribed to what vſes the {aid 
money ſhould be employed, firſt, that there honeſt men 
vndertake a pilgrimage,one ro S,Peters Church in Rome, 
the cther to S, [ames of Compotellain Galicia, the third 
to Trcnires to kifle our Sauiours combe there. Then his 
will was, that a great number of Pſalms, EMaſſes and 
Dirges be celebrated in certaine monaſteries pro ſalute a- 
2ime for his ſoules health. The ouerplus which remai- 


Now all the { anons mind was occupicd about the trea- 
ſure, and the diſpoſe thereof. -All his thoughts ranne v- 
pon this vnexpected prey, he talked of no other {ubie& 
in diſcouſe, In all companies, at ordinaries he promiſed 
magnificent rewards to Monaſteries,and ſpake ofno baſe 
matters at all, He went into the place, found the fignes, 
yet durſt he not digge for the treaſure, becauſe the foule 
had giuen hima knotinaruſh to vndo, that it might 
redound to his great perill,ifhe touched the treaſure,be- 
fore ſo many Maſles were accompliſhed, Already many of 


the wiſer ſort ſmclt our the iclt :[nfomuch that ſundry of 
the Canons friends adimoniſhed him in ſecrete to take ; 
heede, leftthe world might conceiue finiſterly of his 


worth, which had becne generally reputed before for a 
very 
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very wiſe man, 2uertheleſſe rhe { a0z continued re- 
ſolute in his beliefe, hoped as true as his Creed to ſee the 
matter ſort our wellrto his liking, Which imagination 
ſo throughly poſſeſſed the mans 1nind, that befide fights 
and ſpirits hs dreamed of nothing, he ſpake of nothing. 
The habir ofhis mind avpeared in his face, which became 
ſo pale, ſo extenuaced, lo directed, that a man would 
-ake him for a Gholl, and not a man. He wanted but 
lirtle of being out of his wits, 

Poole 2nd his ſonne in law in their compaſſion towards 
the poore foole inuented this ſlight to put him from his 
| conceits, They counterfeited an Epifle with rare Jetters 
drawne, and thatnot in common paper , but in a Gold- 
| ſmithes leafe with golden characters. The contents 

whereof were theſe: Faunu dudum captinus nunc liber, 
Fauno liberatori ſno optimo ſalutem, Non eSt,amice cur te 
dintins in hoc negotio maceres, Reſpexit Deus piam animi 
tuivoluntatem, & illuw merito me hberauit a ſupplicys. 
Ego annc feliciter ago inter eAngelos, Temanet locus a- 
pud D. «eAngujiiuum , qui proximus et Apoſtolornms 
choro. V biveneris «d nos,agam tibi gratias coram.Interin 
| cara vt valeas ſunniter:Dat.e clo Empirao ſub ſigills an- 
alt mei, Which to Engliſh is this : Famnur of late a pri- 
ſoner,now free,to Faunus his beſt Redeemer reeting, 
There is no cauſe, my friead , why thou ſhould 
pine away thy ſelfe any longer, God hath reſpe&ed the 
good will ofthy minde , and bythe merits thereof hath 
ridde me fromtorments. I liue now in happineſſe among 
the Azgels, Thy place is here readie at S. Anguſtines, 
which 15next to the Apoſtles quire, When thou ſhalt 
come vnto vs, I will thanke thee preſent. In themeane 
time haue a care toliue plcafantly. Dated out of the Emz- 
periall heauen ynder the ſeale of my ring.

Now hecaries with him abroad this letter, and 
boaſts of it as a ſacred thing, & belecues more certainly,

Muſonins, but caiefly tacy moued perſecutions againſt

Ireners the Diſciple of Polycarprs , who likewiſe was | 
the Diſciple of S. [ohs the Enangel;t, proved that God 
was to be worſhipped, and not the Diue!]: fiift , becauſe þ 
the Diuell conJd not keepe and oblerue any promiſes 
which he made; for himſelfenofleſ{>d nothing : fecond- 
ly,becauſe that the Diuell hath alwaics beene a lyar , and 
is not to determine of any earthly Kingdom, 

Origen auerreth,that charmes and ſoiceries are dorifc 
ons of Diuels,the dregs of Idolatry, and rhe befoiting of 
ſoulcs, | 

Likewiſe he affirmeth, that ovr confliftend contenti- 
on with euill ſpirits is ſpiritua!l, Thele be the opinions of 
che Greeke Fathers, which flourſhed within taree hun- 
dred yeares after Chriſt, 

Tertullianthe firlt Latine Father teOifterh,thatthe Dj- 
uellis the Authour of ſfinne, cucn as Gou is the Authour 
of the puniſhment cffinge. 

That which is counterfeit is the bufneſſe of the D:- 
uell,cucn as that which is natura!l is the worke of God, 

Pcriecution immcdiatcly is ſent from God, and-nct | 
from the Diuell, 

Wicked ſpirits are the Authours of all wickednefle , | 
which is committed by man, They fill all things with | |

pheſied the truth by a ſuppoſed Sawnel, that the ſpirit of

The 1/raelttes diſcomfited the Swians, and killed one: 
hundred chouſand of them in: one day , according to the 
ſpeech of the Prophet.that was ſent to the King of 1ſract 
with this meſſage : Thus ſaith the Lord, becauſe the S;- 
riays haue ſaid ::The Lord is God of the mountains, and 
not God of the valleyes :therefore will I deliuer this great 
multitude into thy hands, and you ſhallknow that lam 
the Lord;

harme,without his-ſupreme direction. Both cauſes worke 
naturally in this world, when both conioyne in a naturall 
effec againſia natural] creature, And yet ſometimes it 
pleaſeth his ſoueraign Maieflie to wound nature without 
any ſuchſecond or natural cauſes which gulfe becauſe it is 
perillous to ſailethrough, I will modelily content my 
{clfe by the ſhore, .or on this fide of that great Sea, fol- 
lowing Ds Bartas his aduiſe, having Faith for my failes, 
the holy Ghoſt for my Pilot, and the Bible for my Rare: .

But ( quoth the reprobate) then may I do whatſocuer 
my-will enduceth me vnto. It is all one whether I com- 
mit good or evil]. For if goodnefle be already predeſtina- 
ted ynto me,] ſhall ſurely light vpon it;neither can all the 
prouocations ofthe world, the fleſh, or the diuell,cauſe 
me to erre, 

O curng in terrns anime,celeſtinns inanes! 

O Rooping ſoules tocarthly trumperies, 

Andquite deuoide of heauenly myſteries ! | 

Though Ged foreſaw before the groundworke of the 
world was laid, that ſuch and ſuch might be ſaued : yet 
notwithfianding he knew in his wildome that they could 
not by reaſon of their affeRions, and of themſciues with- 
out his aſſiſtance, attaine to that perfect ate, And there- | 
fore he interpoſed his mercy together with his iuſtice,he 
ſent his owne ſpirit among then; ir.carnated to caſe them 
of that grieuous yoake which fleſh and bloud found in- 
ſupportable , whereby he foreſawe that men might 
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free-will , as they might chuſe. for their en2bling 
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: thereunto, To this end he inſpired ſome with faith, and 


ſome he reteRed: yer with this caueat and condition did 
he predeſtinate them to faith, that this faith ſhould ſerue 


flowing into our willes, takes not away the iudgements 
of our vaderſtanding,nor enforceth vs, but ſo ruleth vs, 
chat we in chuling or refuſing doe ſomewhat follow our 
ownereaſonable willes, For he that made vs, without 
vs will not ſanRifie vs without vs, that is, without our 
coopcration and conſent, Much lefſe can the influence 


and maſter our complexions without our conſent, The 
very beginning of all our operations was infuſed by our 
Creator in our lelues with freedome of will, So that no 


| conftellations or meteours, if being corporall ſubſtances 


they triumpa otherwhiles ouer our bodies by Gods dire- 
Qion, yet cannot they {way our mindes , becauſe they 
are diuine, ſpirituall, and of a purer ſubſtance then 
rhemſclues. | 


Erroar, which aſcribe the cauſe of their damnation imme- 


his decree doth no way force them of neceflicie to be ſa- 
ued or damned, as they pleaſe, And though the intent 
of God himſelfe be certaineand immutable, yet notwith- 
tanding the meanes of bringing the efteRs of faluation 
or dainnation to paſle, doe not proceede from neceflaric 
but from voluntary motions:forGoas prouidence or fore- 
| Gghr,which as I wrote in the former diſcourſe,is alwaies

asa badge or cognizance to diſcerne them from the re- 
probate ; ſo that their eletion being conditional , they 
{ ſhould nor wax? preſumptuous , cowardes , nor A- 
1 poſtates. | ; 

Thus all our a&tions, all our goodnefle,all our misfor- 
tunes, yea and our liucs, willes,and deſtinies are ſubordi- 
nate without coation or conſtraint vato Gods direti- 
ons, whole ſupreme will being aboue our willes, and 


of the Starres or Meteours induce a neceffitie of deſtinie, 


And ſurely they are ſtrongly poſſeſſed with the ſþrit of 


diatly vnto Gods incuitable decree , for the certainty of 


preſent 
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preſent, etcrnall, and at once, obſcruing that ſuch cttects 
| would follow,and ſeeing as it were at the ſame inſtant 
ſuch to follow his commaundements as lively, as if they 
had alreadie fulfilled them , and contaarywiſe ſeeing 
ſuch and ſich to ccmmit ſinne , as if he had fſecere 
them then alreadie committed , knew certainly who 
would be his ele&t, and who would be rcbellious, 
Weerevpon, he ordaincd eteroall rewards and eternal! 
puniſhments for them. As for example, a man ficke of a 
Calentnra or burning ague is charged by his Phyfition 
notto drinke wine, The patient notwithſtanding the 
ſtrictncfle of his charge by reaſon of his continuall cu- 
tome, and former diſordered life carouſeth wine , and 
dieth. Which that Poet well remembred : 

Et tremor mter vina ſubit, calidnmque trienten 

Excutit e manibus : dentes crepuere retetti, 

In drinking wine the panges of death 

From him the cup do wreft: 
His members quake, his teeth doe ſhake, 
His life can findenoreſt, 

Now the cauſe of this mans death was himſelfe,for if 
he had obeied the Phiſitian he had recoucred his health, 
After this fatall accident we cannot denie, but it might 
baue otherwiſc hapned, but the thing being once done, | 
we certainly know it was done,and what was done mult 
needs be done: for now jt cannot be vndone, Howbeit 
that in the doing or drinking of the wine, the ficke par- 
ty might haue choſen whether he would drinke it or no. 
Soinour ations concerning ſaluation or damnation, 
there 1s no neceſſitic or reſtraint, but we may chuſe 1n 
time whether we will be ſaued orno,neither ought we 
iuſtly to accuſe God for our damnation if we be damned, 
orblame his immutable and ineuitable decree, but lay the 
faulr where it ought, Seeing that Godis content , that 
his will ſhould concurre with ours, let vs lay the fault 

on our ſtubborne ſelues, who through a cuſtomaric de- 
| light 
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light in finning haue wittingly and wilfully deferued ir. 
For his divine Maielly to free hignſelfe, did tender his 
grace to all,& cuery man might by acceptance there ofa- 
uoid the puniſhment, & flie from the wrath to come,it he 
would; fo that it is not the neceffitie or conſtraint of 
Geas decree, which inferred our damnation, but our con- 
tempt of Gods commaundements, which albeit we need 
not commit,vnleſſe we would : yet being once commit- 
ted muſt needs be committed ; which his prouident Ma- 
ieſtie perceiuing thus to proccede and chance as alreadie 
proceeded and chanced, decreed eternall reward for the 
{ righteous, and eternall puniſhment for the reprobate. 

Concerning this laſtpoint, we may iuſtific the certaintie 
of his decree, But to charge his Prouidence with the 
occaſion of our ſinnes, as by the neceſſitie ofhis decree,is | 
damnable; for it is one thing to enquire whether God 
kaew that ſuch and ſuch would be damned; and another 
thing to enquire whether he forced them to ſinne,and ſo 
| to worke their owne damnation, And it is another 
thing to affirme, that God knowing ſuch and ſuch would 
{ finne according to their natures did deeree eternall pu- 
niſhmentfor them.

In the yeare of our Lord 15 34. the Citie of Cl:raral- 
la in France, being ſtricken with lightning about noone 
daies did ſo fiercely burne , that in thcee houres ſpace 
cheir towne,caftles,8 Churches were vtterly conſumed, 

In the yeare of our Lord 15571, an honeſt Citizen of 
Crentzburge ſtanding by his table,and a dog lying by his 
feete, were both of them ſodainly flaine by a light- 
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ning : yet a young child,which ſtood hard by his Father, 
was preferued ſafe, 

It is not long fince Parles proudftceple ouvercrowing 
allthe ſpires in England, felt the blowes of divine iu- 
lice with her ſiſter Babell; the one by lightning, the 0- 
ther by confuſion, 

One Wymana Citizen of Gloceſter,as many there yer 
living can teſtifie, about fortie yeares paſt, hayjng a ton 
called Arthur Wyman at the Vniverſitie in Oxfo: d,very 
earneſtly required another ionne of his, one W/:/liam 17/5- 
241 to carry ſome prouifion of viduals vp6 a Whitſon- 
day to his ſaid ſorne in Oxford, This younger ſonne, af- 
ter many excuſes, was at the laſt forced vpon that high 
day nelens volensto yolorwards on his iourny to Oxford, 
Burt by the way in athicket of wood he was found ttricke 
dead with lightning:zyet his body in outward appearance 
waswithourt any marke. The mare whereon he rode was

Miftrcfſe Lowtell a Gentlewoman of Colcheſter yet 
tumg, about two avd twentie yeares agoor there a- 


bours was ſodainly ftricken downe with lightning, and | 


fo ſcorched and finged in her bodie with the ſulphurcous 
flame, thar ſhe cou:d hardly be cured within a quarter 
of a yeare after, 

About the ſaid time at a place called Croes- Askarne in 
the Countie of Carmarthen , vpon the day of a Gentle- 
mans marriage , as they were making merry there, a 
very ſtrange accident hapned. There came a thunderbolr, 
and pierced quite through the faid houſe, and alſo a cer= 
taine womans head-tires were rent and torne from her 
head with a blaſt of lightning at that inſtant, without any 
other barme, 

Likewiſe about that time a whole houſholdat a place 

called 
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called Talley in the ſaid Countie, were burnt with wild- 
fire. There periſhed at that time by report five or ſxe 
little children in the ſaid houſe. Whercby ir appeares, 
that the innocent is ſometimes ſmitten with ſuch ſtrange 
ends aſwell as nocents. 

There was a fearcfu!l lightning on the ſeuenteenth 
day of Ncuember 1606. which in very ſhort time burnt 
vp the fleeple of Bleachingley in Sarrey,and in the ſame 
melted into infinite fragments a good ring of Belles, 
Which accident, becauſe it was fo lately done, I will re- 
bearſcthe ſame more at Jarge, according to the diſcourſe 
of ons Simeon Harward , who wrote therecf com- 
perCciouſly and learned!v. When I came (quoth he) ro 
viſite the towne of Bleachingley,]rtound their cauſe to be 
equal] (if not worſe ) then the rumour or report, which 
was bcfore pubi:;ſhed: I found that by the lightning 
(wh:chcame with the terible thunder on Munday being 
the ſcuentecnth of this inflant Noucmber, about ten of 


| the clocke in the night) the ſpire ſteeple of the ſaid Blea- 


chingley, hanirg Hecne lately new covered to the great 
ctaiges of the p3riſh, inthree heures ſpace was vtterly 


| conſumed with fire. The ficcple was about tyelue 


fademe. liigh zboue the batrlements of the ſquare ſtone 
worke :butit was a ſiceple ſpreading downeward very 
large in circun.fcrence, The ſame worke which bare it 
( being alſo bout rwelue fadome high) is a long ſquare 
of one and twertiec fecte one fide, and eighteene feete 


the other fide, It is thought by good workemen , that 


Iwo hundred Joades of timber will not ſuffice for the 
erecting of ſuch a ſiceple, as that Roneworke did late- 


| ly beare, 


I found alfo the belles ( being before a ſweete ring, 


fand ſo large, thatthe Tenor waighed twentie hundred 


waight ) partly meltcd into ſuch fragments, andpaitly 
burnt into ſuch cinders , or intermingled with ſuch 
huge heapes of cinders, as it will neuer heercat- 
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ter ſeruc to the former vſes thereof. | 

This lightning did not onely this harme in Surrey, but 
alſoitafflicted Szſex, and diuers other places about the 
very ſame time, It was very ftrange when it fired Blea- 
chingley fceple, it entred alſo into the houſe of one 
Stephen Lagsford of BuckSead in Saſjex almolt twen- 
miles from Bleachingley,and melting the lead of his glaſlc 
windowes, did with great violence breake through, 
and rent in ſ1nder a ftrong bricke chimney. 

What ſhall I write of xaine owne traygicall exerts v- 
pon the third of azuary 1608, which arc nothing infe- 
riour to any of the accidents here recited ? Bur becauſe 
L intend to ſet the fame out more diſtinRly by it ſelfe, I 
will ſuſpend the ftory only during the ſpace of an houres 
reading from my Readers view, About the ſame time 
there happened in Dorſerſhire at Winburne Minſter a ve- 
ry {trang accident, About foure a clocke in the atter- 
noone, as they were at Euenſong, the ſteeple ſpire being 
trongly built of Iume,ſtone, and ſand, and beſet with 
yron barres, was ſodainly firicken downe with thunder

If mens mortall feuds conceiued againſt their emulous 
concurreats fer light occaſions, and, as the Prouerbe 
termes them,fir a Goats haire be ſo heynous, hereditary , | 
ſo frequent, ſo cuſtomary in all Countreyes , why doe we 
rempt the Lord our God,and doubt,that his eternall Ma- 
ieſty,in whom there is not the leaſt ſpot of finfull pertur- 
bation, hates Detrattonrs of his cuer-ſhining glory , and'| 
alio them, which attribute his miraculous deedes to his 
creatures or enemies ; 1 ſay, why doe we doubt that he 
deteſteth them in a farre higher degree,then if they were 
profeſled eAtherſfs blinded with ignorance? Hee that 
knowes his MaSters will and doth it not , is worthy of many 
fripes. Wherefore 1 conſtantly auerre , thatthe Lordha- | 
teth Antichriſtians, Enchanters,Coniurers and Witches, 
for their derrattions,forgeries, deluſions , and falſe mira- 
cles, worſe then the Heathen with all their Idolatries,To 
this end that auncient Father affirmeth , /fanythat went

2iua voce, as the Prouerbe ſaith, with both hands to 
hold up the roofe of my opinion, They alledge ſimply and 
charitably that this great Accident vpon my wife and 
houſe came from Go4, as a faire warning for meeand 
them to prepare our ſelues for his heauenly king- 
dome : which charitable conceit, I cannot cancell 
with obliuion or ingratitude, but rather confirme the 
ſame with an applauding eAlleluiah, The Lord gane, 
the Lord taketh away : bleſſed be the name of the Lord, 
No man aliue this day ſtands more indebted thenmy 
ſelfe for matters of life, vnto the -Znuthor of life.Da- 
ielwas wonderfully deliuered from the Lions clawes; 
eTnarias, eAzarias and Miſael from the fierie for- 
nace; /onas inthe Whales belly, from the ſtormy ſea; 
and Paul with his Pilots, Marriners and Companions 
from periſhing inthe Mediterranean ſeas: but whatam 
I vile wretched ſinner, whom thou haſt ſaued as 
ſtrangely from fire and water? O glorious God, is it 
becauſe thy prouident maicltic hath predeltinated me 
Oo to 


Ka [cd vnto Baa/, which neuer worſhip- |

On thethird of [anuarie 1608. about the third * 
houre of the night,or thereaboats, as I lay ſohtarie 
wpon my bed, what with torment of a ſodain: tooth- 
ache, and what with an extraordinary penſuenes of 
minde, preſaging (4 afterwards ehanced) ſome fu- 
ture enils;and alſo ſomewhat terrified with the great 
behtning, which then flaſhed mo#t extreamely: Be- 
hold, a forcible lishtning in forme of a fiery pillar, 
extinguiſhed the Candle-light burning before mee, 
and with that, as it were in the twmckling of an 
ee, trikes me with a _ violent blaſt, that 1ve- 
rily thought my braines had been daſht out and that 
Twas at deathes doore. To confirme this magmati- 
on of mine. in the ſelfe ſame inſtant it thundered in 
; ſach impetuous and extreame manner,that the earth 
| moned (as ſithence appeared m ſundry other partes 
of this Realme) my houſe ſhooke an ſo much that I 
am perſwaded ns canon no baſiliſco, nor any other 
| artillery could make the like terrible report. With 
this fearefull volee together with the former hght- 


meg 
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| ning flaſh 1 fell into a kinde of traunce or confuſed | 


| 
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thought,and (as Saint Paul ſpeakes of his aſſumption 
into paradiſccif it be lawful for me ſo to ſay)whether | 
I were in the body, or out of the body, I cannot | , cm. ro, 
tell, God knoweth ; but 7 verily ſuppoſed to have 
fſeene in ſpirit the warning-peece ſhot off for this 
worlds dyſolution, or figall alteration againſt the ge- 
werall day of doome. Within halfe a quarter of an 
houre or thereabouts ( 45 I conietfure) 1 returned 
to my ſelfe, and to my troubled ſenſes at the loud 
cry, which two of my houſhould,then being newly a- 
waked out of their ſenſeleſſe traunce rayſed,in ſeeing 
my wife falne on the ground and dead among them. 
At this noiſe which they made changing my thoughts, 
I made full account $ghat my houſe had beene throwne 
downe with the thunderclap or earthquake,&> there- 
fore aſtoniſhed as I was, to ſane my life, (being us 1 
imagined, in that great ieopardy,) 1roſe vp,and haſt- 
ned me downe into the lower roome or kitchin where 
Thad heard the cry. By the way, her daughter, being 3 
one of the two,whoſecry 1 had heard in my chamber, = 
met me, and told me that her mother was ſodamely 
ſtricken dead. At my comming thither into the kit- 
chin, 1 found my wife quite deprined of life, in a 
blackiſh ſweat, ſtrongly ſanouring of brimſtone which | - 
the Poets call, ſlacrum Sulphur, holy Sulphur, yet 

notwithſtanding leaſt it might be a faint or ſwowne, | 
1 called for help ro my ſeruants to hane her body bent | 
forewards : but at the firſt, none directly vuilerſtood 
me excepting the two abone-named,until aft:rwaras | 
wpon our vehement lamentations ax'd cries,the other | 
Oo 2 three 
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three (for there were in all, fiue, two men and three 
maides, beſides my wife, in that roome, ) beganne by 
little and bttle to come unto themſelues hauing been 
all in one inſtant throwne downe to the ground as 
dead with the lightning and thunder. Two of theſe 
three laſt, at my firſt call and comming doyne, rent- 
aed : but the other,being a ſeruing-man of mine, lay 
longer in the trance. All of them ſtood as deafe and 
diſtracted, not able for their lines a long while to lift 
vp her dead body. Some of them could neyther heare 
nor underſtand what 1ſpake, nor what Iwould haue 
them doe : their braines were ſo confuſedly ſhaken in 
their heads, that they could not for a long time an- 
ſwere me in reaſon. When this fatall blow was ginen, 
my wife ſate on a ſloole, oner-ſeeing her maydes met- 
ting of tallow. And for this purpoſe, the Seruing-man 
of whom 7 ſpake before, ſtosd by her witha candle in 
his hand. The Kettle of tallow lay very neere unto 
her. Abone the place where ſhee ſate, iuſt aboue her 
head, hung Bacon in the roofe of the honſe. All which 
being naturall nutriments of lightnings, by reaſon 
of their uneFuous ſubſtances, encreaſed the vertue 
| thereof, and doubtleſſe by the predeſtinate will of our 
heauenly Father, occaſioned this forcible dampe, and 
- | perhaps augmented the earthquake, H:r body was en- 
tire and whole without diminution of any part ſauing 
a little of her hayre, which was rent or ſnatched o 
with the attyres of her head.& her fillet, which were 
| likewiſe ſomewhat barnt, and alſo ſanoured of brim- 
ſtone. In like manner her ſtomacher, her whale-bone 
| bodies, and her ſmocke neere about her heart, where 
there | 
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there was a ſmall marke ſomwhat black were burnt, 
rent and torne with the heauenly flame. Perhaps her 
corpulence ( jhe being very groſſe) cauſed her thus to | 
be ſingled and ſelected out from among the reſt of the | 
company. But leaning that Philoſophicall opinion alone 
to the vnſearchable knowledge of God , without 
whoſe prouidence one haire cannot fall from our heads, 
7 will proceede further in declaring the tragicall 
euerts which we found the next morning inflicted 

by the lightning,thunder and earthquake. 
The next morning (for all that night wee durſf 
not bouge from the ſame roome, ſo greatly had feare 
ſeazed onwvs) wee ſaw all the tiles fallen for the moſt 
part from the houſe, and ſome diſperſed im heapes 
vpon the bouſe. Wee found the chimney top of the 
chamber where 1 lay, quite caſt downe : part of the 
watehtier ſtones tumbled throuzh the chinmey downe 
into my chamber,yea,and round about the bed where 1 
Lay at the time of this fatal blaſt,to the great aſtoniſh- 
ment of al that (aw it: and ſurely it i miraculous how 
1 eſcaped aline, vnhurt, or vnſcorcht in this terrible 
time of horror.Two glaſſe-windowes were alſoburnt 
with the lightning, whereof the one was awindow by 
my beds feete : the other on the loft right aboue wy 

chamber,and aboue my bed.Beſides,three other glaſſe- | 

windowes were battred and braiſed with the thunder | | | 
or earthquake. Aboue a dozen breaches or rents were | 
found pierced through the wals of the houſe,being al- | 
moſt foure foote thickeand as ſtrongly built,as conld | 
be of lime and flone, Alſo one of the beames was ſom- 
what remoued from theplace. And that which ſeemes 
003 AS | 
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as ſtrange, « fat Cow amidſt many other Kine in the 
ſtable, was culled ont and killed or rather ſtifled with 
the Lightning : which induceth me (44 1faid before) 


zo thinke,that this dampe tooke ſtrength and power | 


according to the nature therof, from ſuch fat liquide, 
and oylie ſubſtances or bodies. This opinion her ſelfe 
verified unto me about a fortnight before ſhee ayed, 
when ſhe cauſed all the candles in her houſe to be done 
out, for ſeare leaſt the lightning, which at that time 
was ſomewhat fearefull, ſhould encreaſe and receine | 
force from the candle light. Y et with this limita- 
tion doe I attribute ſuth matter of untiaoſitie and 
vertue to lightnings from theſe inferiour bodies that 
God who workes by meaſure, uumber, aud waight, 
ſends theſe or ſuch like kinds of fate upon vs to admo- 
niſh us not to make reckoning of this world, as of 4 
perpetuall Paradiſe, nor to ſleepe ouer-long in the vo- 
luptuons boſome of careleſſe negligence. 

Neyther ought T ( ſeeing 1 haue gone ſo farre) to 
conceale another wonaer, to wit, that ſhe fore-tolde 
in her life time, as well to diners others,as to my ſelfe 
the ſhortneſſe of her life in this world : for this was 
ar vſnall/peach of hers ſundry times within the ſame 


\ gearter of the yeare that ſhe dyed: 1 know very well 


(queth fbe) 1 cannot liue till the firſt of March. 
Another time, being (as Iremember) not aboue three 
weekes before her death, deſcending downe from her 
chamber, where then ſhe had beene at prayers, ſhee 
came ſmiling unto me with theſe words: Husband, 
I bring you good tidings, you ſhall be rid of me, 
and you ſhall haue another wife : for I am fully 
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aſſured, that I ſhall dye very ſhortly, and thatbe- 
fore the firſt of March. And I thanke God, I am 
prepared; lethim ſend when hee will. Vhich words 
of h:rs being by me accepted in ieſt; ſhee replyed, as if 
ſhee had ſeene 4 viſion, or felt ſome extraordinary 
motion in her ſpirit : youthinke 1 ſpeake in ieſt, but 
marke the end. 

Neyther did the Lord (I ſpeake it to his glory) 
ſend this glorious alarme vnto mee without an impli- 
cite or mylticall premonition, for about two. Mo- 
neths betore, or thereabouts (as farre as I remember) 
ina dreamel ſawthe very like accident. Mee thought 
I wasat a Knight my brothers houſe, and there lying 
| ypon my bed, I imagined to haue ſcene and heard 
vponthe ſodaine inthenighttime a moſt terrible light- 
ning andthunder,in ſuch wiſe, that I made full account 
the whole houſe had beene burnt or calt downe, and 
thereforeto laue my lite, with much adoel haſtned out 
of doores, where I ſuppoſed to have beheld the inner 
part of the houſe terribly flaming with fire,and pretent- 
ly aiter I might ſee one conueying out of doores a 
Cheſt; whereupon I bewail-d,that a blacke Truncke of 
mine, {tored with money was left behind,conſumed with 
the flame. This dreame I related to my ſaid Brother, 
being at my houſe about three weekes before the acci- 
dent, & wiſhed him in my brotherly loue to looke ſom- 
what more warily to his houſe, lealt night fires might 
endanger him, by reaſon of the height of his houſe(the 
ſame not inferiour for height to any houſe which T haue 
ſeene) and likewiſe by reaſon of the partitions heing 
timber-worke. Ncuerthelctle for all this,I aduiſe not the 
Readev to embrace this dreame of mine for an infalli- 
ble prelident, becauſe that dreames ſort our commonly 
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or gluttonous, which menvſe. AndyctI belecue, God 
ſeldome vieth to inflit any notable accident vpon a 
charitable Chriſtian , that mortifies his budy with com- 
petentfaſting,and moderates his ſoule with contempla- 
tion of heauenly mylteries, vvithout ſome ſecret pro- 


' drome, or fore-running glimpſe of his powerfull pur- 


poſe. Nor doe I aduiſe my Reader to ſurmiſe, that 1 
conceiue ouer creduloully or ſuperſtitiouſly of Morphe- 
5 or Phobetor, the Pocticall Gods of dreames, as ne- 
cellarie cauſes of notorious cttefts., For my ſentence is 
none otherwiſe of 4reames, then of Comets, and Eclip- 


es, vyhich likewiſeare not the cauſes of remarkable e- 


uents ; but onely ſuch {ignes and tokens are as ſinoake 


at thetop of a chimney, or as an Iuie buſh, put forth at |. 


avintrie, the one prognoſlicating fire within, the other 
the ſale of wine, 

Thus it pleaſed the glorious Lord of lightnings, to 
extend his miraculous mercy towards me, and perhaps 
to leaue me (as a firebrand taken ont of the burning , or 4s 
Exechiels ſigne ) for a teſtimonie of his lightning glory 
to hardned hearts. This is the ſecond miracle , where- 
by as a virb54 or Kedinnrs , I acknowledge my (elfe 
twiſe reſtored from death to life , within the compalle 
of ſeauen yeares, cuen about thelelfe (ame ſeaſon of the 
yeare, when our Sauiour Chr: became fleſh for the ſal- 
uation of fleſh, The firſt time of my deliuerance vvas 
vpon a Chriitmas day, 1502, This latter time on the 
third of 7a»marie, 168. and both vpon a Tueſday. In 
Frannce betwixt Tremblado and Marena, a pallage of 
two leagues ouer, it was my chance, on a Chriſimas day 
to be {trickeninto the ſurging Sea vvith the boiſtrous 
force ofa cruell tempelt , whereI had no ſooner falne, 
and cried tothe Lord for helpe , but ſodainely beyond 
all expectation I found an Oare betweene my hands to 
defend, or rather deferre my life. And to this houre 1 
cannot dcuiſe where-hence the ſaid Oare ſhould chance 
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| in the P/alter deſtinated to our Saviour Chrifts reſurre- 
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| vnto me. In this dolefull ſort I floated almoſt a quar- 


ter of an houre very often tofſed and onerturned with 
the furious rowling of the ſtormie waues : vntill itplea- 
led G:dat length of his exceeding bounty in that rough 
tempeſtuous weather , when the proudeſt ſhip became 
humbled as the weakeſt reed, to dire&the courſe of that 


_ ſmall Barke from whence I fell, towards mee, and to 


guide the Marriners hands (as a man would fay againſt 
winde and weather , againſt Oares and Sailes) for the 
haling mevp in a manner dead and ready to forſake the 
Oare. So that I may boldly fay, thatI haue beene mi- 
raculouſly preſerued both from fire and water.

that the poore Lame in forcible and riotous manner 
muddedthe Well, where water was viually drawne for 
their Lordly mouthes. This offence by their Sarhans- 
call inventions being exorbitant, and beyond the capa- 
citic of the { :92mon law, they frame their ſuggeſtions 
before your Henonrs, in hope that their ſuites by reaſon 
of themanitold affaires , vyhich diſtra@ your Ciligent 
mindes, ſhall hang vnheard for two or three yeares 
ſpace ; within which terme they will worke means to 
compromit their ſaid friuolous ſuites , orelſe by toſ- 
ſing and tiring their Aduerſaries too and fro with tedi- 
ous trauailing , to end them at home for their credite 
and advantage. 

If an honeſt man hath a ſumme of money due vnto 
him by Obligation , the Partie indebted not able to 
ſpare it by reaſon of his ouer-lauth expenſes in appar- : 
rell, wenches, and ſuch inourdinate vanities, and fecing 
no ſhiftatthe C owmos /aw to auoid the payment , con- 
federates with two or three ofthe Diuels conſort, bare 
legged vagrants (thoſe whom Hemer termed peg 
and Tribeleſſe) and vieth the forfeit of their ſoules for 
his temporall aduantage, and for the hindrance of his 
Creditours in his aeftizs Conrt of Channcerie, Doth 
a Landlord demand the occupation of his owne and-na- 
tive free-hold , requiring the Tenant either ro com- | 
pound for a longer terme, or to leaue it vnto his dif. 
poſe? Preſently theſe wrangling wretches with bread | 
and cheele in their ſcrips runne headlong to the Corn- 
ſell of the Marches, wherevpon affidauit of their three 
yeares polleſſion, and afterwards vpon proofe by ſome 
of theſe damned crew, that they contracted with their 
Landlord for a leaſe paroll, though ſuch an A& was 
neuer done, or perhaps done for ſome other conſidera- 
tion of import, they procure cither orders tv continue 
their polleſlions for theſaid ſuppoſed & depoſed terme, | 

or 
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or vntill they be expulled by vertue of verdid at the 
{ommin law: where allo by reaſon of thele vilipendious 
varlets teſtimonies, they winthe garland of their forged 
ſuits, O the perfidiouſnetle of falſe & faithleile hearts, 
that thus raſhly runne into the lake of fire and brim- 
ſtone! Theſe inconueniences happen daily, to the im- 
pairing and impeaching of our temporall fortunes. Yea 
and which is molt deteſtable among &hr:/tians, thele 
treacherous /#4aſſer and impiousImpes of Sathan com- 
bine together againſt our credites, which ſome of vs va- 
lue beyond Creſſ#: his trealurie , and ſome other times 
againſt our liues,which as Tenants capite we hold from 
the King of Ktags. 

Theſe abhominations of my natiue Country here 
ſubmit before your eyes of Iuſtice, that the ſaine may 
ſerue as additions of examples vnto your manifold ex- 
perience,whereby your Honoms may conceiue or rather 
recall to memorie, what terrible tempelts doe daily en- 
counter your inferiour Miniſters and others his Maic- 
ſties vvell diſpoſed ſubiecs ; notwithſtanding that you 
know alreadie better then a thouſand ſuch as I am, that 
there 15 no ſigne more certaine, that men are vertnousthen 
to ſee them hated of the vicious ; for imminent enuie euer 
perſecutes eminent vertue, Good my Lords , employ 
your vttermolt endeauours for the extirping of theſe 
accurſed ations. The more paines yee take in this 
waightie buſinelſe, the more conſpicuous crowne of | 
Honour ſhall you weare inthe Heanenly Cite, cuen by | 
Hz appointment, who (though inuilibleto the eyes of | 


fleſh and bloud) /fands in rhe aſſembly of the Gods, and ' pſal. $4. 


indgeth among the Gods, thatis, in the midl(t of you, O 
earthly Tudges, which likewifethat Holy man proteſted, | 
ſaying , that hw eyes are with Kings and Princes in the | Tob 36, 
throne. Andanother confirmeth the ſame vvith a rea- | 
ſon : for yee execute not the indgements of man,but of God, \ 2, Chron, 
To this end, that the lawes of this lard may notfurther | 
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a: be iniured by the Spirit of Detration, let his coun- 
terfaite {5or and Pollxx be cruſhed in the eg ge,hisran- 
cour repelled, and his rage reprelled in the beginning 
of his raigne : for if Sathans ſurmiſed ſuites vvere bla- 
ſted in the blotſome, the reſt of his ſnakie Spirits 
would preſently ſneake away into their bottomletle 
home, lf the lippes of our Satyrciall Semeres vvere 
ſeared as a {ubiects lips in France vvere ſeared vvith a 
hot Iron for his petulant ſpeaches, vvhen they tranſ- 
greile, and tranſcend the bounds of obedience, then 

ſurely vvould they yecld their hearts vvith greater awe | | 
and ciuilitic to the Balance and Sword of [nice . If 
their tongues vvere tempered towards your ſubordi- 
nate Miniſters, they vvould vvith greater reuerence | 


rcſpe& your higher authorities, as the reſemblance of 
his 1Zaze(tzes perſon, yea, of God himlelfe. 

Bur ſome will ſay,that theſe ſons of Detration,can- 
not ſo ſoon caſhiere ther b/aſphemies,perinries,& ſlande- 
rous ſuggeſtions, by reaſon of a continuall cankred cu- 
ſtome, which they deriue into their wils cuer from their 
Z cradle in their education & conuerſation.For confirma*- 
tion of this fallacie, they inlilt on the Locrexſian law,on 
the ſtate of our bodies,which maynot brook innouation 
| nor breach of cuſtome, the ſame being (as Phyſicians 
| hold) another nature. With the ſophiſtrie of this vn- 
tempered morter (Ryght prudent Lords) our Momiſts 
vie todaubeouer their groſle errors, as tho ugh the con- 
uerſion of a corrupted cuſtome were the peruerlion of

But vvhat am I that thus audaciouſly goc about to 
confront your experience, vvhole bookes of Iudge- 
ments I am not worthy to open?What am I thatſeeme 
(as /izs Minernamn )to inſtrutt Nathans in Tuſtice, NeStors 
in Counſels ? Pardon my treſpalle (vertuors Indges ) as 
the Higheſt Indge hath pardoned yours. As many peeces 
of fleſh (I ſpeake it ynder your accuſtomed patience) 
do better the pottage:ſotheſe adulſocs of mine,though 
ambitiouſly elated, (I know) cannot hinder your graue 
proceedings, Letthem go then, as little looking glatles 
for eAbcedarie nouices, vvhole abilitie perhaps in wit 
or purſe will not ſerue to get them mirroirs of a firmer

tient which takes it, to carry his mcuth in his heart, 
whereas Derrattion cauſeth men to beare their —_ in 
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their mouthes, to deliuer dregswith drinke,and to ſhoot 
their fooliſh boltes before that diſcretion wils them. 
Which moueda certaine wiſe man, that on a time vvas 
askt by his Prince at a banquet, why hee alone ſate (till 
like a foole without parleying, thus pithily to anſweare: 
eA foole(beit{poken vnder your Maree: correftion) 
can hardly hold his peace at a bauquct:for as Salomon laith, 
the foole putteth forth all his ſþ-rit, but a wiſe man defer- 
rethir afterwards, O diuinevertue ! O diſcreet Tacitnr- 


vitiel which reſembleſt the patient Deitie, vyhich repel- |} 


leſt hunger and thirſt, which neuer rendereſt gricte, 
blame, nor ſhame, | 

Surely the beſt coniefure, vyhich may be made of 
mens inclinations is by ſpeach or writing. Loquere vt te 
videam, ſpeake that I may know thee,quoth Socrates to 
a nouice of his : as for example, it thou heareſt one dif: 
courſe immoderately of faire women, $ne apparrell, 
of hauking, hunting and gaming ; or ,if thou heareſt 
him vaunt ouer-gloriouſly of his owne vvorth , or 
ſpeaking in print, in inck-horne termes, thundring out

[eſquipedales, and hornificabuſtulated metaphors,verbo- 


rum bullas & ampullas, wordes of his owne bubled, or 
botled ſtampe; or if thou ſ(eelt him ſcribble difioynted 
phraſes, and lame Hyperboles,then note him for a vaine- 
glorious fellow, a phantaſticall Parrot, a golden Alle, 
led too much with the imaginatiue facultie.If his com- 
mon talkebe of law caſes, of lying Chronicles, of old 
wiues fables, or if he rips vp pedegrees, repeating his 
owne or his Kinſmans genealogy to Cadwalader, to 
Brut, to Saturne, to Neah, in all companies, and at 
all times of honeſt mirth,obſerue him for an excellent 
memorie, and vvithall for a notable foole. If he waighs 
his vyords by the ounce, if heeſpeakes ſeldome, or not 
beforca queſtion beasked him, and if he regardeth cir- 
cumſtances, as the dignitie of the perſon vvith whom he 
talkes, the place, the time,thenature ofthe hearers,and 
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the matter of ſpeach, alwayes viing Gods name and au» 
thoritie vyith ſubmiſſive reverence, knowing that his 
omnipotent Maieſty heareth euery vvord hee ſpeakes, 
thenmarke him fora man of vynderſtanding. Hee that 
vvill learne coſpeake, muilt firſt learne to be ſilent : for 
as the /talian Prouerbe teacheth, /womo parlando poco 
e annmerato frai ſany,The man vyhich ſpeakes little, is 
accounted among the vviſe. And as the French-man 
faith, les foulties plits conrres ſont ler meillenresthe briete(t 
ſheetes are the beſt, Be a man neuer ſo vvitty, yet if 
hee parleyes much, his tongue cannot chule but erre, 
and trip) in ſome principall points : which (as another 
[talizn yvrites) vvill trouble the [komacke more then 
ten graines of eAntimont: or Stibinm, (Conturbano pin 
lo ſtomachs que far-bbon? aiect grant de eAntimonio, SO 
that one vvord out of (quare may blemiſh a mans 
whole reputation , and cauſe Zoylrits to deſcant and 
{it vpon him perhaps vvhile hee liues. Neyther can 
I excule the wiſeſt Clerkes, that they likewiſe be not 
{ometimes ſubiect vnto the ſpirit of Derratior, as that 
Learned Lord demonſtrates : Aer thongh otherwye 
graue and learned, may erre, eyther by muſtaking princi= 
ples, or ging too light eare wnto falſe informations which 
are rip hily termed the ſpacles of Erronr : for God one- 
ly fearcheth the heart and ramer. But what cenſure will 
their owne inckpot Sexate yeeld of ſuch ieſting and Iy- 
bing, nicking and nipping Pxdantes, vvhich cannot 
bridle their vvide mouth'd hackneys,namely,thar fuch 
perſons be but parliamenting Paralites, P-ngitopian pec- 
uiſh CAomes, ridiculous Readers, Bacchanalan Pare 
/istes , ſuper-ingenious Tayes, ſuperficiall flaunting 
fooles, letiing their tongues runne before their wits, 
without rime or reaſon, without matter or methode: 
for as the Wiſe-man writeth , 1» many words there can- 
not want iniqzitte, Notwithſtanding all this , I am not 
ſo ſeuere a (nicks , neg, mibs _ fibra ef, nor are 
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my heart-ſtings ſo horny and hard-laced, as to baniſh 
all manner of delightfull diſcourſes, to deceiue away 
the time vvithall, for I graunt that a friend, an alter - 
ego, may vvithout impeachment of Derraftion, or 

doubt of Libelling, vnlocke the cabinet of cloſeſt coun- 

ſels, and ſecretly conferre vvith his friend about thoſe 

matters, vvhich to report openly vvere flat againſt 

the rules of Chrifian Charitie, or Ciuill modeſt. Yea, 

ſuch is the ſugred torture, the ſweet tormenting force, 

the naturall influence of true Loue, thatthe Husband 

cannot conceale from his vertuous Wife, nor the wife 

from thevertuous Husband,vvhat nouelties or rumors 

runne, reuell, and range abroad in their neighbour- 

hood, According to vvhich agrees that /ta/ian ſaying; 
11 caldo del letto dilegua ſounente il ghiaccio della tacitur- 

nita, the heate of the bed thawes oftentimes the ice of 
ſecrecie or Taciturnitie, 

To conclude, vvith this indented couenant I ap-. 
proue the ſecret ſcanning of other mens ations a- 
mong vviſe friends, prouided that the ſame may re- 
dound to their mutuall example,that it may ſerue them 
for a porn or booke-caſe for the ſoules edifying,

king at the glimpſe of thele glorious Gifs, His ligit- 
ning is vaniſhed into ſmoke, & his ſanders on a ſodaine 
ſlackned. To detrraft from [chonahs name vvith vaine 
ſvearing, or from his workes with mens poyloned para- 
doxes,heconfelleth it Blaſþhemie worthy of his bottom- 
letle pit. No misfortune can happen without our Crea- 
tours prouidence,nor one hairefrom our heads without 
his predeſtination.

True, Sathan, true, thouart licenſed (I grant ) to peruert 
our faith for a vyhile, butnot to ſubuert the fame for 
euer, Thy peruerting is but momentanie, asa corroliue 
co conuert and to cure the dead rankled fleſh, But if 
this ſeducing Serpent perliſt to eate into the bone, reliſt 
his biting bitterneſle, yee ſeruants of the Highe/?, reliſt 
his power, though his words ſeeme coloured and coue- 
red with the pureſt gold of Ophir, though he come dil- 
guiſed vnto you (like Jeroboams wife ) to entrap you by 
reaſon of your blindnelle, 
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If heinlinuates into you ſlanderous ſuggeſtions con- 
cerning your Prence his ſoueraigntie, aduiling you/to 
ventthem out at your mouthes, leaſt wanting vent, they 
burſt your ſtraight-laced hearts, like vnto the embotte-

led Aire; coniure him in your $4a#i9«rs name,and boldly 
ſay vnto him, Auoid Sathan:We mnft not raile at ons Supe- 
riours,for there is no power but of God, the powers that be 
are ordayned of God.Curled be he which curſeth the Lords 
anxoynted , Curſed be hee which derrafeth from Gods 
Liemenant.But HMariana,and his detrating Teſnites doe 
laugh at theſe poſitions, 7: i' lawful! ( ſay they) io car/e | 
and carbe our Princes, if priuate mens attls be warranted by 
publicke iudgement,that is,it Ip/e dixit my Lord the Pope, 
that cannot erre, doe locke them out of the doores of 
heauen, O heatheniſh infidelitie ! Laugh on. yee King- 
kilars, laugh on for alittlewhile in this carthly world, 
and yee ſhall (urely weepe in the world to come. Dazids 
heart ſmote within him, becgulſe hee cut but the lap of 
King Saw/s garment. And yer our mortified Schoole- 
men, our Ghoitly R omiſh Fathers make no conſcience 
to cut off the heads of our annoinred Kings, to com- 
pare thele Regicides with renowmed 1uauh, If reucrent 
Bede wereliuing intheſedayes , how deadly would hee 
defie their profane deedes, ſeparating himſelfe from 
their Communion ? This ation of Danid (quoth this 
honeſt Clerke) doth morally initruft vs, that wee mul 
not ſmite our Princes(though they wrong vs )withthe {word 
of onr lips , that wee mms} not in detratting-wiſe aduen- 
thre to teare the hemme of their ſuperfluous deedes, If we 
approue not the holineſle of their liues, let vs applaud 
the holinelle of their vn@:o2r. 

But in my iudgementſuch queſtions of Princes Scep- 
ters ought notto bediſputed nor called into controuer- 
lieno morethen the Erernall prrpoſe of God which'is in- 
ſcrutable,& incomprehenſible by mortall men. Chiefly, 
we of the Reformed Church, to whom God hath fent 
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an vnparalePd Prince, ought not once to conceiue a- 
mille of his Royall purpole, Or if it otherwiſe chance, 
muſt not we brooke his ſpots with the like patience, as 
we brooke an vnſcaſonable ſhowre of raine, a ſtorme, or 
an abortiue birth ? The diſpononrable things , which a 
Prince doth muſt be eftcemed honourable, or elſe obſer- 
ued butwith halfean eye.If we had any iuſt cauſe of ſuch 
complaints, we ought rather to haue recourle to /acobs 
ladder, to the Spirit of Prayer, and fo by repentanceto 
reRifie our depraued wills, that God may takeaway his 
ſcourge, according to that Schoole-mans counleil : Tol- 
lenda ef} cnlpa , vi ceſſet Tyranuorum plaga. In a peace- 
able Common-wealthto ſet out problemes of this mud- 
die nature, argues no profound policie ; ſpecially, it be- 
comes not meane Miniſters, or vtopian Chymerizing 
Schollers, to bulie their braines with Prmces matters, 
=_ cares and hands are {iretcht out at che longeſt

In this caſe, as in many other, 7 heodore Beza ought 
to be highly magnified, for that being ſeriouſly con- 
ſulted by ſome (editious Sectarics,whether inferiour Of- 
ficers might not lawfully raiſe Armes againſt their 
Prince, that violates his Oath made vnto his Subieds, 
that infringeth their liberties & immuniries, that turnes 
Tyrant vnto them , hee tcturned this circumſpec de- 
mur vntothem: We muſt demny vpon this point, not oncly 
becauſe it 55 dangerous, ſpecially im 42 age, to lay open ſuch 
a window , but alſo becauſe that we may not determine the

Time out of memorie they claime preſcription of 
ſwiniſh ſhapes, Why may not they do that which ſeemes 
goodin their owne eyes ? Being borne free, true Tro- 
zanes, true Gentlemen, lineally diſcended withour diſpa- 
ragement from great Garagantua, whoſe olde AwnceStonr 
(as that Lucian of France ſcofting Rabelais reported) 
was the fir that ener plaid at Dice with ſpeftacles on his 
noſe, Why ſhould theſe Paritane Initices direR forth 
their Warrants for men as good as themſelues cuery day 
of the weeke, as well working dayes as Sundayes ? It isa 
ſtrange caſe to heare how the ſpirit of Derrattion domis- 
neeres it like a Braggedochian Caualcere, and how his 
fooliſh followers ſwagger it through the wholecloath 
with ſwearing and for{wearing by no beggars brats, that 
if they had ſome ſtore of coine, they would ſhoulder 
halfe a dozen Iu#ices out of the (ommyſſion, Their lips 
are their ewne, they ſay, and they may vie their tongues 
to many purpoſes,like the Papi/ts ſpirit ofe/Equirocation, 
or like the Delphick ſword, to cut, to hack, tobile, toſaw, 
towounda man , and againe to heale theſame wound, 
conformable to that: Lingua canis medicus, the dogs 
tongue is a Surgeon, lt is a ſtrange caſe to hearetheſe 
roiſting Rufhans amidſt their Tobachanales, and bidale 
banquets , boaſting of their greazie Gentrie without 
controulementor contradiction ; vyhen as (perhaps) 

they cannot name one Kmght, Eſquire, or any Gentle- 
an of degree in their pettic pedegree to the third or 
fourth generation. Atthe period of which time (cuen 
by the conſent of Clarentizs, or of any other Prence at 
Armes ) their imaginarie or Chymerizing patentof gen- 
Vv 2 tilitie 
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tilitie weares out of date, like vnto guilt fpurres, vnletſe 
theſameberenewed , regilt, varniſht, or enamc['d for 
ſomevertuous cauſe by the Kg; fromwhom, as the | 
Mooneand Starres becomeenlightned from the Sunne, | 
as the Sunne from Ged : ſo receiuethiey their originall, | 
confirmation, and comprobation of Nobilitie from | 
the Prince of their Countrey, | 
But this is certaine,no man whatſocuer bnilds or bab- | 
bles of ſuch outward ornaments of natiire or fortune, 
which indeede are none of his, but his Aunccftours, as 
Sir Phillip Ssancyes Moate implied out of Owid; Lixea 
nmoftra voco, | ſayno man boalts of fuch teinporall heire- 
loomes, but onely hee, which lackes the inward man in 
his heart, or ſome morall motion in his ſoule. Or put 
the caſe they could by ſome reputed record ofan hire- 
ling Herald, derive themſelues by ſo many lines and

barke,to backbite,to brave it cut intimeof peace, when 
Cloakes doe yeeld to Gownes, when ciuill conference is | 
expected,and cruell vaunrs exiled into Sethans cell,there 
to reſt, yntill the warre- like Drummes ſummon them 
to try their quarrels inthe open field againſt their Coun-

pens. A Gentleman is diſcerned by his gentle man- 
ners, anda vviſe man by his ſparing ſpeech.

God gaue toall men oneand the ſame beginning,and 


the ſame end, dultintheir creation,dult in their graucs, 
frailety in the wombe, frailety in the tombe. To make 
a complete conclulion tothele gentlemen Derrattenrs 
(for you mult vnderſtand , that the /pirir of Detraion 
ſtands very muchvpon his gentrie) it may be alfo, that 
within theſe two or three hundred yeares one; of their 
great Aunceſtors, whom by the way they repeat in their 
Genealogies from their Demigorgoas,l would ſay Demi. 
gods, might comein at the window indirectly : for many 
grotle and grieuous alterations haue hapned vvithin

Behe Widas, or be hee 
Codru-, be heenobleor be hee baſe, 1»Fice mult take 
place. Therefore the Poers record, that IuFtice hath wei- 
ther father nor mother : likewiſe, they report, that Inno 
through her wealth, Yen through her beautie, Mars 
through his threats, and CMHercurie through his elo- 
quence, having all of them conſpired againſt 7ypiter, 
and yet notable tothruſt him out of heauen, implied 
no other ſence cor morall thereby , then that a man of 


threates, or eloquence, be diuerted or turned aſide from 
Iuſtice, It is the part of a Magiſtrate to vie that Royall 
vertie Magnanimitie for his chicfelt ſupport againſt de- 
trafting Hamans, and deprauing Semeies, and as alcar- 
ned Biſhop of Portagall deſcribes , a magnanimons man 
thongh he ſceall the world eagerly bent againſt him , and 
though he ſee enery thing round about {ct on fire , yet hee 
through an aſſured confidence will continae conflant, It is 
the part of a Magiltrateto imitate that reſolute Iudge in 
Henry the fourths time, which feared not to commit in- 
tothe Kings Bench vidtorious Henry Prince of Wales, ra- 
ther then thoſe Officers of iniuſtice, vvhom, another 
King of England vpon his returne from outlandiſh 
Countries, diſplaced from their high commands , after 
their examinations by vertuous Earles; or then thele 
cor.upt Iudges, whom Camtbyſcs cauſed to be flayed,and 
their skinnes,as monuments of terrour to be hanged vp

| vertue could by no meanes, either for wealth, beautie, | 
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in thefore-front of his Palace. Itis the part of a Magji- 
ſtrate to elteeme the vvindie derrations of licentious 
Libertines,who with preſumptuous language dare brute 
abroad, that they can by their ſuppoſed familiaritie with 
noble perſonages vncommilſion (or to vie their owne 
words vnſaddle) any Iuſtice of his Iuſtice ſhip, I lay itis 
his part to eſteeme fuch derogatorie ſpeaches,no other- 
wiſerhenfor brauadoes of a bribed braine, or bragging 
vaunts of vpſtart groomes, onely to daunt pulillani- 
mous Meacocks, vvhich neuer ſaw the Lyons in the 
Tower, nor vnderſtand the trueſcope, at which the ſtate 
of England aimes. Euen as I neuer knew any man in 


| all my life deſpiſed for his ſilence and ſparing ſpeach : 


ſolikewiſeI neuer knew any man degraded of his autho- 
ritic for his zealous endeauourson the Kings behalfe. 
Wherefore let this ſtand for a watch-word to our 

Countrey /a#ices, that they be not terrified from well- 
doing, with the ſwaggering on-ſets of craking Croco- 
diles. Letthem pur on the armour of patience, 4» the

bilonians God, Let them but for a while ſtand ſill, and 
theſe T hraſonical! Rhodomontes , will voluntarily ſurren- 
der vp the cudgels. Their nature is to begin as men,

Aboue all things I couid with , that thoſe whom the 
Kmg: IMuneſtie by the recommendation of his graue 
Counſcli, nolden mnthed NeStors,andlage C iryſoſtemes, 
hath nominated to lit in che tribunall throue of luſtice, 
that they behave themſelues with more cluilitie in their 
ordinarie ſpeaches towards the inferiour family of 
Christs (harch notnick-naming the vile(t wretch, ſee- 
ing that ſuch deſcruerather to bepitied or elſe puniſhed 
after (ome other way.

Their bodyes 
vvere perplexed with maladies of ſundry ſorts, vvith 
burning feauers, or ſuch like ficknetſes. Their mindes 
vyercallayled vvith multitudes of cares, with diſcon- 
tentments or diſcourtilies of friends, of followers, or of 
their owne meniall people. When their hoary age crept 
in,which of itſelfe is an incurable licknes n»l/zs medicabi- 
lis herbis,then likewiſe a world of troubles purſues them 
hourely at their very heeles, nay I vvould ſay at their 
backes, in their backes,in all the parts of their bodyes. 
Now they grone and mone vvith dolour of the Chol. 
licke, the ſtone, and vvith continuall aches in their de- 
cayed ioynts,andas the Poet wrote : Perſins Sax 
tunc cum lapidoſa chiragra tyr. 5, 
Fregerit articulos, veteru ramalia Fags, 
The knottie cramping Goxt 
Their ioynts doe gripe about: 
Which like old Beechen boughes, 
It breakes with often throwes. 

Another vvhile the Prificke cauſed through a long 
Catarre conſumes their corrupted wind-pipes, or elſe 
their filthy mouthes, which ſometimes ſpued vp moſt 
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filthy ſpecches, doe now ſpit out whole gubbets of 
Regime, like {tincxing Oylters. Others againe haue not 
that benefit, but languiſhing with wearicd breath, they 
faint vnder their long continued oppilations, which the 
former Poet painted out inthis molt liuely verſe :

times we mult obey the importunitic ofthe time: yetſo 
that we commit not pernitious cuill, to the intent that 
good may enſue thereof, Wee mult ſeeme to yeeld ar 
firſtin the leſſer cauſes vnto this /prrit of contr adrttion, 
that men may yeeld to vs in matters of greater conſe- 
quence. As for example, if thou goeſt about to con- 
uerta /ew, thou muſt not begin with detrations and 
inueRiues againſt C:rcxmci/ion, againlt his weake con- 
ſcience for abſtayning from Swenes flcſs or blacke Pud- 
dings, Tf thou laboureſt to turne a Papiſi from his ſu- 
perſtitious Herelies, rebuke not his Set for theDiuine 
vertue of continence, for their vow of chaſtitie, for the 
monaſticall or lingleliues of Hermites, Monkes, Friers, 
Nunnes, and other religious votaries, Oppole nor thy 
ſpeach againlt his abſtinence from meates, ſeeing hee 
that feedes onely on fallets, rootes, or fruit, may be (a- 
ued and iuſtified, as well as he, which onely cateth fleſh 
or fiſh.
